Mr.  Chair  nan,  Ladies  and  Gentlenen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration 
ny  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I96I.  The  report  also  includes 
details  of  the  health  services  provided  by  the  VJest  Riding 
County  Council,  and  it  is  again  produced  as  a coabined  report. 

Although  this  results  in  a document  of  considers.ble 
size,  there  ar&  many  advantages  in  doing  so,  and  our  example 
has  been  followed  by  others.  Despite  its  size  it  can  be  but  an 
inadequate  record  of  the  work  undertalcen  in  an  area  of  451  >754 
acres  and  containing  eight  County  districts.  An  area,  moreover, 
v/here  conditions  of  vrork  and  duties  of  staff  vary  considerably, 
which  must  bo  remembered  v/hen  comparisons  are  being  made. 

Whilst  the'  Report  contains  references  to  many 
new  developments,  the  past  four  months  have  shown  how 
important  the  old  functions  of  the  M^odical  Officer  of  Health 
can  be.  I refer  of  course  to  smallpox,  of  which  there  have 
been,  at  the  time  of  writing,  five  separate  import a.t ions,  but 
only  tv;o  cases  outside  the  group  of  known  contacts.  As  the 
Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  said  -- 
'■If  anyone  has  doubts  about  the  v.alue  and  effectiveness  of 
public  heaJ-th  departments  in  this  country,  that  testimony  in 
itself  should  be  sufficient  to  remove  them”. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thanlc  the  members 
of  the  eight  Councils  for  their  courtesy,  confidence  and 
interest!  the  public  health  inspectors  for  their  support  and 
their  contribute  ions  to  this  Report!  the  chief  officers  of 
other  departments  for  their  kindness  and  willing  help!  and  the 
family  doctors,  hospital  staffs  and  teachers  for  their 
co-operation  in  many  aspects  of  our  work.

The  reasons  for  this  decline  are  part  of  a national 
trend,  for  it  has  been  found  that  the  population  has 
increased  most  since  1951  in  the  counties  of  South  East 
England,  while  in  Northern  England  and  Cornwall  it  has 
increased  least  or  in  some  areas  declined.  To  quote  from 
the  Registrar  General’s  report 

"The  general  picture  is  of  a continued  movement 
of  industry  to  the  south,  or  drift  from  the  coalmining 
and  textile  areas  of  the  north,  growth  of  population 
in  areas  of  the  midlands  where  iron  and  steel,  brick- 
making, chemical  industries  are  thriving,  industrial 
erpansion  in  southern  areas  v;ith  good  communications 
with  London  or  around  south  coast  portsj  a movement 
of  dormitory  areas  further  from  the  centre  of 
conurbations,  especially  from  London,  as  transport 
facilities  have  been  extended  by  railway  electrificat- 
ion scheme S|  and  as  an  aspect  of  an  ageing  population 
a filling  up  of  south  coast  retirement  areas". 

The  increase  in  population  referred  to  was  to  the 
exrtent  of  2.3  million  for  England  and  Wales,  and  is  the 
largest  ever  recorded  for  a ten  year  intercensal  period. 

It  is  mainly  due  to  a rise  in  the  birth  rate,  but 
includes  a net  gain  by  migration  from  other  countries 
(including  Scotland)  of  352,000.  The  increased  flow  of 
births  dates  from  I956  - 57.,  and  is  the  result  of  marrying 
at  an  earlier  age;  consequently  the  higher  birth  rate  may 
not  be  maintained  if  the  average  age  at  which  people  marry 
again  becomes  fairly  stable.  It  is  too  early  yet  to  say 
whether  average  size  of  family  has  increased. 
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The  density  of  population  in  England  and  WeJLevS 
was  790  persons  per  square  mile.  Of  the  major  countries  of 
Europe  only  the  Netherlands,  v/ith  093  persons  per  square  mile, 
exceeds  this  figure. 


3.  VITAL  ST..TISTIG3; 

BIRTI-LS; 

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable 
births,  a net  total  of  1,190  ’.-/as  registered  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  is, 
therefore,  15.1  compared  with  14.5  in  i960.  The  rates  for  the 
West  Riding  Mministrat ive  County  ^nd  for  England  and  Wales 
in  1961  were  respectively  17.2  and  17.4. 

The  still-births,  after  adjustment  for  transfers, 
numbered  20.  This  gives  a still-birth  rate  per  1,000  live  and 
still-births  of  22,0  compared  with  20,2  for  the  -idrainistrat ive 
County  and  18.7  for  England  and  vJales. 

DEATHS ; 

After  correction  for  inv/ard  and  outward  transferable 
deaths,  the  net  total  deaths  in  and  assigned  to  the  Division 
was  1,063.  The  adjusted  death  rate  is  13.4  compared  with  a 
figu.re  of  12,1  for  the  Administrative  County  and  12.0  for 
England-  and  'Wales  as  a whole. 

HWkm ILS  MORTALITY ; 

After  correction  for  transferable  deaths  there 
were  24  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This  is  a 
death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  of  20.0  compared  with  rates 
of  24.6.  and  21.4  for  the  Administrative  County  and  England 
and  Wales  respectively.  In  i960  our  infantile  mortality 
rate  was  17.9.  The  causes  of  death  were  as  follov/s:-

There  V7ere  two  maternal  deaths  during  the  year, 
giving  a maternal  mortality  rente  of  1.63,.  The  maternal  mortality 
rate  per  1,000  live  and  still-births  was  0,27  in  the 
Administrative  County,  and  0,33  in  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Both  deaths  occurred  in  women  having  their  first 
babies,  one  following  a delivery  by  instruments?  the  other  after 
a Caesarean  operation.  Although  .such  deaths  are  rare  they  are 
none  the  less  extremely  tragic. 
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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

1.  LABORATORY  SERVICES. 

The  Pablic  Health  Laboratories  at  Preston,  Bradford 
and  Wakefield  continue  to  provide  an  excellent  service  for 
the  examination  of  samples  of  water,  milk,  ice-cream  and 
other  foods.  They  also  undertalce  most  of  our  bacteriological 
work . 

2.  HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 


In  the  last  Annual  Report  it  was  stated  that  the  total 
cost  of  the  Health  Service  in  England  and  VJales  was  £671,000,000. 

That  was  for  the  year  1958/59*,  and  was  an  increase  of  £45,000,000 
over  the  preceding  year.  For  the  year  1959/60  the  cost  was 
£726,500,000.,  representing  a rise  of  8.2,  per  cent.  For  the 
year  I96O/6I  a further  increase  of  some  12  per  cent  is  lilcely. 

As  the  hospital  and  specialist  services  account  for  between 
50  and  60  per  cent  of  tho  total  cost.,  the  reader  may  well  enquire 
how  our  local  hospitals  have  fared  during  this  period.  They 
would  appear  to  have  done  fairly  well,  although  the  improvements 
made  were  in  all  cases  long  overdue.  Of  the  two  major  schemes 
the  new  i^aternity  Unit  at  St,  John’s  Hospital,  Keighley  provides 
facilities  for  abnormal  cases  and  antenatal  care,  as  well  as 
beds  for  general  practitioners  cases.  The  new  Out-patient 
and  Casualty  Block  at  Skipton  General  Hospital  was  opened  in 
August,  at  a cost  of  £125,000.  At  Keighley  Victoria  Hospital 
work  has  commenced  on  a new  Out-patients  Department;  and  the 
transfer  of  maternity  patients  to  Cawder  Ghyll  has  released  beds 
for  other  purposes  at  Skipton  General  Hospital.  Improvements 
have  also  been  made  at  Castleberg  and  Harden  Bridge  Hospitals, 
and  although  detailed  information  is  not  available  it  is  known 
that  there  have  been  developments  at  several  hospitals  in 
Lancashire  which  are  used  by  people  living  around  the  border. 

The  reader  will  now  ask  how  all  these  developments  have 
affected  the  availability  of  beds.  To  which  the  reply  can  be 
given  that  although  there  has  been  little  overall  increase  they 
should  permit  better  use  being  made  of  existing  beds;  and  that 
in  any  event  in  recent  years  thf..re  has  been  no  shortage  of 
accommodation  for  maternity  caces,  sick  children,  the  tuberculous, 
and  those  suffering  from  infectious  diseases.  The  acute  medical 
beds  at  Railceswood  Hospital  are  mooting  a long  felt  need,  and 
although  the  surgical  waiting  lists  are  longer  they  will  be 
reduced  now  that  a new  consultant  has  been  appointed  to  the  Group. 
That  leaves  the  mentally  ill  and  the  chronic  sick  to  be  dealt 
with,  and  their  position  is  less  satisfactory.  Not  really 
unsatisfactory  for  acute  mental  illness,  thanks  to  the  great 
strides  made  in  treatment  in  the  past  ten  years  or  so,  and  the 
increased  turnover  of  beds.  But  it  is  still  very  difficult  to 
find  accommodation  for  the  mentally  subnormal,  particularly  the 
cot  and  chair  cases. 

Last  but  not  least,  for  their  numbers  are  increasing  steadily, 
are  the  elderly  sick.  There  is  no  doubt  that  their  needs  are  best 
met  where  Welfare  Homes  are  under  the  control  of  the  Health 
Department,  and  where  a consultant  geriatrician  is  available  for 
domiciliary  consultations,  hospital  care,  and  follow-up  on  discharge: 
and  to  co-ordinate  all  tho  services  available. 
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Unfortunately,  noithor  of  those  arrangements  appertains  here, 
and  the  best  use  is  not  being  made  of  the  available  beds.  This  is 
a statement  which  has  been  made  repeatedly- in  the  Annual  Report, 

A year  ago  the  matter  v/as  under  discussion,  but  no  progress  has 
been  made  since  then.  This  is  all  the  more  frustrating  when  the 
unit  at  Middleton  Hospital  at  Ilkley  is  considered.  A geriatric 
unit  of  110  beds  has  been  built  up  there  within  the  space  of 
two  years,  and  has  a consultant  geriatrician,  a registrar,  and  a 
day  hospital  v/ith  occupational  therapy  and  physiotherapy  services. 
Experience  there,  and  in  many  other  places,  has  shown  that  in  the 
present  transitional  state  of  the  Health  Service  geriatric  units 
are  necessary,  and  that  the  efficient  care  of  old  people  largely 
depends  on  them, 

3.  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AMD  CLINICS.  . 


Tho  County  Council  provides  clinics  for  Child  Welfare, 
Relaxation  and  Mothercraft,  Speech  Therapy,  and  Child  Guidance, 
Details  and  attendances  are  given  in  Section  F.  The  Regional 
Hospital  Board  provides  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  and  the  supervision  of  contacts.  These  are  held 
at  Skipton,  Barnoldswick  and  Settle.  The  Hospital  Boards  also 
provide  clinics  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  at  Keighley, 
Burnley,  Preston  and  Lancaster j as  well  as  clinics  for  medical 
and  surgical  cases  and  the  various  specialties  at  Skipton, 

Keighley,  Burnley,  Blackburn,  Lancaster  and  Kendal. 

A Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  at  Skipton  General 
Hospital  on  two  Wednesday  evenings  in  each  month.  In  addition  to 
advice  on  contraception,  it  is  also  the  aim  to  help  married 
couples  with  emotional  difficulties  and  problems  of  infertility. 

4.  DOMIC ILIAIiY  SERVICES. 

The  provision  of  home  nurses,  midwives,  health 
visitors,  and  homo  helps  is  tho  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council,  Details  will  be  found  in  Section  F. 

5.  WELFARE  SERVICES  FOR  THE  HiiNDICAPPED. 

The  services  available  for  the  Blind,  the  Deaf,  and 
for  those  who  arc  substantially  and  permanently  handicapped  and 
crippled  by  physical  disabilities  were  described  in  detail  in  the 
Report  for  1959 •>  and  there  are  no  particular  developments  to 
record.  They  are  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  DivisionsJ. 
Welfare  Officer. 

6.  NATIONAL  ASSISTAI'ICS  ACTS.  1948  and  1951. 

These  Acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  hospital  or 
other  suitable  place  of  persons  who;-  (a)  are  suffering  from 
grave,  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged  or  physically  Incapacitated, 
are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote 
to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper 
care  and  attention. 
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Undor  the  first  Act  application  for  removal 
is  Tuado  to  a f'lagistratG* s Court,  Undor  tho  second  an  order 
caii  be  aade  by  a local  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  is  used  in 
cases  of  urgency. 

In  either  case  it  is  a melancholy  proceeding 
to  remove  an  old  person  from  his  homo  against  his  v;ill,  and  an 
admission  of  failure  on  the  part  of  all  statutory  and  voluntary 
organisations  concerned  witVi  such  cases;  perhaps  of  his  family 
as  v;ell.  It  is  also  a great  responsibility  for  the  medical 
officer  of  health  in  weighing  tho  dangers  of  inaction  against 
the  inevitable  upset  and  unhappiness  caused  by  talcing  action. 

Action  was  talcen  under  the  1951  Act  on  one 
occasion  during  the  year,  in  the  case  of  an  elderly  man  living 
alone  and  suffering  from  advanced  malignant  disease.  He  died 
in  hospital  within  a week  of  his  compulsory  removal.  It  was 
considered  in  tvzo  other  cases  who  were  eventually  persuaded 
to  go  into  hospital;  and  in  three  others  it  was  possible  to  defer 
action  by  employing  supervision  and  care  appropriate  to  the 
circumstances, 

7.  NUCLEAR  RADIATION  ffilZATOS. 


Circular  57/59  from  tho  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  gave  details  of  the  arrangements  made  for 
testing  radioactivity  in  the  environment,  and  v/as  referred  to 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  1959 • Briefly,  seven  Government 
Ministries  and  the  Home  Office  share  the  responsibility  for 
keeping  a continuous  v/atch  on  levels  of  radioactivity  in  tho 
atmosphere,  rain  water,  soil,  human  bones,  farm  animals,  rivers, 
herbage,  milk  and  other  foods.  A-s  this  c.an  only  bo  done  by 
complicated  and  highly  refined  radio- chemical  analysis  it  is  not 
a practical  proposition  for  local  authorities  or  even  local  health 
authorities  to  undcrtalvc  it.  Information  is,  however,  provided 
about  tho  important  const ituente of  fall-out  (Strontium  90?  Iodine 
131,  Ca.es ium  137  and  Carbon  14)  and  this  gave  cause  for  concern 
in  late  October  and  November,  following  the  explosion  of  Russian 
atomic  bombs  in  the  Arctic  regions.  This  resulted  in  a rise  in 
tho  Iodine  131  content  of  cows’  milk  which,  if  continued,  would 
have  been  a danger  to  the  health  of  children  undor  one  year. 
Arrangetionts  wore,  therefore,  made  for  supplies  of  a safe  milk 
to  be  made  available  for  these  infants,  but  as  tho  Iodine  131 
content  fell  progressively  through  November  it  was  not  necessary 
to  issue  this  milk.  Readers  may  remember  that  there  was  a similar 
threat  on  a more  or  less  local  scale  •‘'ollowing  an  accident  at 
the  Windscale  factory  in  Cumberland  in  1957. 

8.  ATHOSPilERIG  POLLUTION. 


This  matter  is  referred  to  in  the  reports  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  but  it  Teas  been  the  custom  to  give  in 
this  section  information  about  (a)  total  solids  deposited  per 
square  mile,  (b)  sulplmr  pollution  and  (c)  the  average  daily 
suspended  impurities.  This  information  was  obtained  from 
measuring  instruments  sited  in  Skipton  and  at  Malham  Tarn,  but 
they  arc  no  longer  being  operated.  The  reason  for  this  is  that 
the  instruments  cannot  provide  the  information  now  required  for 
assessing  atmospheric  pollution,  and  their  use  has  been  suspended 
pending  modifications  being  made  to  bring  them  up  to  date. 


9.  FOOD  HYGIENE. 


.1 
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ifl-t hough  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  was  reported 
in  the  Division  during  the  year  it  would  bo  unwise  to 
consider  this  as  lilcely  to  be  a pemanent  feature  so  long 
as  our  standards  reaain  below  those  of  many  other  countries. 

It  is,  however,  encouraging  to  read  in  the  latest  available 
report  - (of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  I96O) 
that  there  was  a reduction  of  18  per  cent  in  food  poisoning 
incidents  when  conpared  viith  1959*  This  reduction  was  mainly 
due  to  a decrease  in  ten  types  of  Salmonella  organisms  which 
have  frequently  been  isolated  from  egg  and  moat  products 
in  recent  years.  Re-heated  meats,  mea.t  pies,  stev;s,  trifles, 
custards  and  cream  buns  are  still  the  most  dangerous  foods, 
because  the^’  can  provide  the  conditions  for  optimum  growth 
of  contaminating  bacteria. 

In  last.yecx’s  Report  reference  was  made  to  the  finding 
of  desiccated  coconut  contaminated  with  food  poisoning  germs 
of  the  Salmonella  type,  and  to  the  growth  of  these  germs  in 
warm  moist  conditions  - e.g.,  on  the  surface  of  custards, 
trifles  and  cream  cakes.  Information  has  been  received  during 
the  year  that  the  Ceylon  Coconut  Board  is  endeavouring  to 
enforce  the  hygienic  manufacture  and  shipping  of  desiccated 
coconut  by  the  registration  of  millers  and  shippers,  and  the 
provision  of  identity  marks,  pure  vmter,  and  suitable  equipment. 

Reference  was  also  made  in  a previous  report  to  the 
contaminat ion  of  animal  feeding  stuffs,  such  as  bone  meal 
and  fish  meal,  with  Salmonella  germs.  Recent  and  more  extensive 
research  has  shown  that  hea.t  treatment  by  some  firms  has 
produced  a significaiit  reduction  in  the  number  of  infected 
samples.  And  that  finished  feeds  - e.g.,  cubes,  pellets,  etc. 
contained  few  Salmonella.  The  dangers  are,  therefore,  less 
than  they  were,  but  further  research  is  necessary  before  they 
can  be  correctly  evaluated. 

10.  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Although  a separate  section  is  no  longer  a requirement 
for  the  Annual  Report,  the  Health  Department  is  still  concerned 
with  the  quality,  and  to  a lesser  extent  the  quantity,  of  water 
supplies.  Details  are  given  in  the  reports  of  the  inspectors, 
and  these  indicate  a satisfactory  degree  of  liaison  v/ith  the 
Water  Boards  which  now  control  almost  all  the  major  supplies  in 
the  Division. 

The  health  of  workmen  engaged  on  water  supplies  is  also 
our  concern,  now  employees  being  medic.ally  examined  and  tested 
to  sec  that  they  are  not  carriers  of  harmful  bacteria. 

It  is  not  only  in  this  country  but  all  over  the  world 
that  the  demand  for  wa.ter  is  growing  due  to  the  increase  in 
population  and  higher  standa.rds  of  living.  Greater  demands 
for  domestic,  industrial  and  agricultural  purposes  are  inevitable, 
Wc.ter,  poTticularly  underground  water,  is,  therefore,  having 
to  be  obtained  from  ever-widening  areas  and  becomes  the  concern 
of  the  geologist  and  the  chemist  as  well  as  that  of  the  water 
engineer  and  health  officer. 

The  contamination  of  water  beasring  strata  by  human 
excreta  is  not  uncommon  and  may  be  due  to  (a)  fractured  or 
leaking  sewers;  (b)  deficient  cesspools;  (c)  unsatisfactory 
methods  of  sewage  disposal;  (d)  refuse  tips,  or  (o)  direct 
contamination.  Animal  manure  also  causes  bacteriological

pollution;  which  (aay  or  may  not  be  harmful  in  itself,  but 
indicates  a dangerous  state  of  affairs  arising  from  too  rapid 
progress  of  water  from  ground  surface  to  well  or  other  supply*. 

It  is  the  rate  of  progress  which  is  important,  for  soil  is  not 
the  natural  habitat  of  those  bacteria,  which  cause  disease  in 
human  beings,  and  it  has  a natural  capacity  for  purification. 

The  bacteria  will  therefore  die  sooner  or  later,  probably 
in  a fev>r  weeks. 

Sewerage  is,  of  course,  not  the  only  contaminant 
these  days.  There  are  detergents,  soluble  wastes,  petrol,  oil, 
fertilisers,  weedkillers,  and  radio-active  wastes.  Some  of 
these  travel  far  more  quickly,  and  far  beyond  the  bacterial 
"front''*  if  accidentally  or  otherv/ise  contaminating  an  underground 
supply.  In  highly  fisvsurcd  or  cracked  consolidated  rocks  such 
as  limestone  or  sandstone  the  rate  and  extent  of  spread  of 
pollution  are  surprising.  A flow  of  ten  miles  in  70  hours  has 
been  measured  in  the  fissures  of  the  chalk  of  Hertfordshire  by 
using  fluorescin.  In  contrast  a flow  of  three  feet  in  three 
weeks  through  the  Lov/er  Greensand  of  the  Thames  area  (Oxfordshire) 
has  been  measured  by  radio-active  and  bacterial  tracers.  These 
are  just  a fev/  points,  but  perhaps  sufficient  to  indicate  the 
problems  which  confront  the  water  engineer  and  his  colleagues  in 
ensuring  that  there  is  a sufficiency  of  pure  water  available  to 
meet  the  over- increasing  demand.

SPXTIOM  C. 


PREVx^IENCE  OF  AIMD  GOCTROL  WER  II^EGTIOUS  DISEASE. 

1.  DIPHTHERIA. 

Several  sraall  outbrealcs  of  this  disease  occurred 
during  the  year  in  places  as  far  apart  as  London,  Birmingham, 
Staffordshire  and  Glamorganshire.  There  were  three  deaths  in 
the  London  outbrealc,  and  one  in  Birmingham.  Although  it  is 
many  years  since  a case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  in  this 
Division  the  number  of  children  immunised  is  still  well  belov/ 

75%.?  and  the  disease  could  spread  very  easily  if  the  germs 
vieve  introduced, 

2.  SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  incidence  was  low,  45  cases  being  notified  compared 
with  210  and  184  in  the  two  preceding  years. 

Although  it  continues  to  be  a mild  disease  reference  has 
been  made  in  previous  reports  to  a few  outbrealcs  which  carried 
a high  incidence  of  kidney  disease  as  a complication. 

An  even  more  serious  report  on  the  complications  of  streptococcal 
infection  was  published  during  the  year.  This  concerned  a 
maternity  unit  where  21  babies  wore  affected  out  of  48  at  risk, 

7 developed  streptococcal  meningitis  (of  whom  5 died).,  6 developed 
infected  lesions  of  the  skin,  and  bacteriological  evidence  of 
infection  of  the  umbilical  cord  was  obtained  in  8.  The  causal 
strain  of  Group  A.  Streptococcus  belonged  to  Griffith  type 
5/27/44.?  which  is  comoion  and  usually  found  in  association  with 
tonsillar  and  other  respiratory  infections. 

3.  IIEASLES. 


930  cases  were  notified  compared  with  624  in  i960.  The 
tendency  for  this  disease  to  occur  in  biennial  outbreaks  in 
urban  districts  is  shown  in  the  notifications  for  I96I. , when 
the  figures  v;ere  as  follows,  the  i960  figures  being  in  brackets;- 
Barnoldswick.  42  (213).,  Earby  11  (205).,  Silsden  239  (2). 

In  the  last  Report  reference  was  made  to  vaccination  against 
measles  follo\7ing  isolation  of  the  causative  virus.  Information 
available  since  then  indicates  that  the  vaccine  produced  a 
satisfactory  antibody  response  (although  of  unknown  duration), 
but  it  also  produced  a measles-like  rash  and  temperature  in  over 
half  the  children  to  whom  it  was  administered.  Further  research 
is,  therefore,  necessary  before  this  vaccine  can  be  sufficiently 
attenuated  for  routine  administration!  and  children  specially 
at  risk  from  the  serious  complications  of  measles  must  continue  to 
be  given  protection  by  passive  immunisation  with  gamma  globulin. 

4.  V/HQOPIHG  COUGH. 


Notifications  of  this  disease  showed  a further  reduction 
with  58  cases  compared  with  89  in  i960.,  and  II4  in  1959.  The 
incidence  was  very  low  throughout  England  and  Wales. 
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5 • SMi'iLLPOX. 

The  ease  with  which  this  disease  can  now  be  introduced 
was  well  illustrated  in  December,  I96I  and  January,  I962 
when  there  were  five  separate  importations  from  Pakistan, 

The  most  serious  was  in  Bradford,  and  there  were  eighteen 
known  contacts  in  the  Division  from  the  secondary  cases  there. 
They  were  vaccinated  and  kept  under  daily  surveillance. 
Fortunately,  no  cases  developed  despite  some  very  close  contacts. 

6.  DYSEI'fTERY. 


75  cases  of  the  mild  Sonn^  type  dysentery  were  notified, 
of  which  70  occurred  in  Earby  and  4 wore  associated  with  the 
outbrealc  there.  This  outbreak  occurred  during  the  summer  term 
and  the  comparatively  small  number  of  school  children  affected, 
compared  with  pre-school  children  and  adults,  is  believed  to 
be  due  to  the  effective  hygiene  measures  tsiken  in  the  two  junior 
schools. 

Three  other  outbreaks  occurred  although  the  cases  were  not 
actually  notified.  One  of  these  affected  17  children  at  a 
Bentham  school.  The  second  some  7 persons  in  three  families  in 
Upper  Wharfedale.  And  the  third  affected  7 children  in  two 
families  in  Skipton,  and  one  in  Carleton.  In  only  one  of  these 
outbreaks  was  it  possible  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  infection, 
for  as  so  often  happens  many  cases  were  mild  and  not  reported. 

7.  FOOD  POISONING. 

No  cases  were  notified,  and  it  is,  therefore,  safe  to  say  that 
no  large  outbreak  occurredj  although  some  mild  cases  and  family 
outbreaks  may  not  have  been  reported. 

8.  POLIQj-iTELITIS. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  the  autumn.  One  of  these  patients 
died  and  the  other  was  severely  paralysed.  They  had  not  been 
immunised  with  Salk  vaccine  - i.e.,  the  type  available  up  to  the 
present  and  given  by  injection. 

By  the  time  this  Report  is  published  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  Sabin  ti'pe  vaccine  will  be  freely  available  in  Britain.  It  is 
given  by  mouth  in  three  doses  at  four  to  six  weekly  intervals. 

Very  good  results  are  reported  from  the  countries  where  it  has 
been  used,  and  where  it  has  now  been  given  to  over  I5O  million 
people. 

9.  UNDUL/il-n  FEVER. 


This  disease  due  to  a germ  called  Brucella  abortus,  causes 
abortion  in  cattle.  In  humans  it  produces  a prolonged  and 
debilitating  illness  which  often  passes  unrecognised.  It  would 
be  far  more  prevalent  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  94  per 
cent  of  the  nation’s  milk  supplies  are  pasteurised.  But  in 
rural  areas  much  rav;  milk  is  still  used,  from  herds  of  which 
at  least  15  per  cent  are  infected  - latently  or  overtly  - with 
organisms  of  the  Brucella  group.  A recent  survey  at  35  laboratories 
indicated  that  93.6  per  cent  of  the  infections  wore  due  to  Brucella 
abortus  or  one  of  its  varieties,  and  6.4  per  cent  to  Brucella 
melitensis.  It  is,  therefore,  very  encouraging  to  be  told  that 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  now  ready  to  tackle  this  v;idespread 
infection  by  providing  a free  calf  vaccination  service  against 
brucellosis  as  from  1st  May,  I962.  In  the  meantime,  towrif-dwellers 
visiting  the  country  should  be  aware  of  the  special  risk,  for 
drinlcing  pasteurised  milk  does  not  give  them  the  imiminity  which 
many  country  dwellers  have  achieved  by  drinl^ing  infected  un- 
pasteurised milk  over  the  years. 
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10.  TUBERCULOSIS . 

The  lines  of  attack  on  this  disease  are  as  described  in 
previous  Reports,  and  on  this  occasion  can  be  sumciarised  in 
tho  following  way. 

( i)  , Detection  of  new  cases  as  early  as  possible,  so  that 
there  is  every  chance  of  a cure,  and  little  risk  of  the 
infection  being  spread  to  others,  particularly  the  close 
contacts. 

(ii)  Reduction  of  what  has  been  termed  the  infector  pool, 
which  consists  of  about  50,000  undiagnosed  cases  in  England 
and  Wales,  many  of  then  being  elderly  males  v/ith  chronic 
coughs  and  little  else  in  the  way  of  symptoms.

(iii)  Raising  the  immunity  of  the  adolescents  by  B.C.G, 
vaccination  of  13  year  old  children,  and  of  the  babies  at 
special  risk  by  the  same  procedure. 

( iv)  Paying  special  regard  to  the  "danger  groups",  e.g., 
teachers,  bus  conductors,  barmen,  shop  assistants  - who, 
if  infectious,  can  disseminate  the  disease  widely. 

(v)  Supervision  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  their  contacts 
by  the  Chest  Physician  for  so  long  as  is  desirable.  This 
supervision  is  undertalcen  with  the  assistance  of  the  health 
visitors  who  call  on  the  patients  in  their  districts,  and 
undertake  clinic  duties  on  a rota  basis.  These  clinics  are 
held  in  Skipton,  Bamoldswick  and  Settle.

Although  these  figures  are  encouraging  it  enust  not  be  forgotten 
that  tuberculosis  still  causes  over  3,000  deaths  a yea,r  in  Great 
Britain^  that  there  are  more  than  300,000  people  on  the  Registerj 
and  over  20,000  nevr  cases  c.re  still  being  found  each  year. 
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11.  VE^IEREAL  DISEASES. 

In  tho  Report  for  I96O  attention  was  drawn  to  the 
increases  in  venerenl  disease  in  England  and  V/ales,  particularly 
in  gonorr-hoea.  This  resurgence  of  V.D,  has  continued, 
particularly  in  the  large  cities,  and  is  a natter  of  serious 
concern.  Whilst  a good  deal  of  it  is  due  to  infection  amongst 
male  imigrants,  ouch  is  due  to  infection  amongst  adolescents. 

In  fact,  one  authority  has  stated  that  there  is  more  V.D. 
anong  teenagers  to-day  than  at  any  tine  since  records  were 
first  kept.  And  that  this  increase,  like  the  increase  in 
illegitioate  births  to  girls  under  seventeen,  reflects  a wide 
change  in  sexual  behaviour  with  even  nore  disturbing  consequences 
for  family  life. 

12.  OTHER  DISEASES. 


One  case  of  neningococcal  meningitis  was  notified,* 

59  of  pneunoniaj  4 of  erysipelas^  3 of  ophthalmia  neonatorum, 
and  1 of  puerperal  pyrexia.  Typhoid  and  paratyphoid  were  not 
notified,  but  as  many  people  now  holiday  in  the  Mediterranean 
area,  it  is  worthwhile  repeating  that  about  one  third  of  the 
yearly  notifications  in  England  and  Wales  are  due  to  infections 
contracted  in  that  area:  and  that  these  could  have  been 
prevented  by  immunisation  prior  to  the  holiday.

9.  DETAILS  OF  ADVAilCES  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  AG9UIRING  OR  CONSTRUCTING 
HOUSES;  Nil 

10.  SUPPIEtffiNTARY  REPLIRKS. 

Work  commenced  on  the  erection  of  12  two-bedroomed 
flats,  2 two-bedroomed  houses,  4 threc-bedroomed  houses, 

2 four-bedroomed  houses  and  2 f ive-bedrooned  houses.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  the  first  8 tv/o-bedrooned.  flats  were  ready 
for  occupation. 

The  dwelling’s  are  to  rehouse  families  displaced  from 
clearance  areas  in  Reighley  Road,  Mill  Banlcs  and  Nicholson 
Place.  It  is  estimated  thc-t  36  unfit  dwellings  and  other 
premises  will  be  cleared. 

Confirmation  of  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  comprising 
25  dv/ellings  in  the  Keigliley  Road  area  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 

Agreements  were  reached  with  ovmers  for  the  voluntary 
clearing  of  tv/o  further  areas  comprising  11  houses  and  other 
premises. 
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Denolition  of  the  above  areas  will  not  coQinence 
until  1962.,  but  the  work  of  clearing  the  houses  in  the 
Bridge  Street  Mo.  2,  Area  was  coopleted  during  the  yearj 
4;h0  latter  site  being  converted  for  use  as  a car  park. 

A site  was  acquired  by  the  Council  for  the 
erection  of  C or  9 soall  dv/ellings  for  elderly  persons, 
but  it  is  lilcely  to  be  soue  tine  before  the  dv/cllings  are 
under  erection  as  development  of  the  site  for  this  purpose 
depends  on  the  proposed  development  of  adjoining  land. 

Numerous  improvements  were  carried  out  to  the 
Council’s  existing  houses  including  the  provision  of  modern 
firegrates  with  approved  smokeless  fuel  burning  appliances. 

The  County  Uclf are  Committee  have  asked  for  alterations  to 
be  carried  out  at  two  houses  to  malce  life  easier  for  disabled 
tenants,  and  have  agreed  to  pay  the  costs  incurred. 

Two  fires  occurred  in  Council  houses  during  the 
year.  Fortunately,  one  was  a minor  outbrealc  because  it  was 
discovered  in  time,  but  the  second  was  more  serious  and  caused 
serious  damage.  It  was  only  through  good  fortune  that  there 
was  no  injury  to  the  occupants. 

Both  fires  were  thought  to  have  been  caused  by 
defective  electrical  equipment,  and  such  incidents  serve  to 
re-emphasize  the  necessity  of  switching  off  at  the  socket 
outlets,  or  withdrawing  plugs  whore  no  switches  are  installed, 
rather  than  leaving  equipment  connected  to  the  house  mains 
when  not  in  use.  Long  flexible  cables  to  standard  lamps, 
television  and  radio  sets  and  other  household  equipment  can 
become  worn  tlirough  use  and  are  a potential  danger  if  left 
connected. 


26  houses  wore  erected  by  private  enterprise  and 
layouts  were  submitted  for  a further  135  houses  to  commence 
erection  in  I962,  It  is  known  that  owners  of  further  land  in 
the  district  are  also  contemplating  selling  land  for  housing 
purposes. 

The  relatively  large  number  of  projected  houses 
is  an  indication  that  after  neglecting  this  district  during 
the  post-war  years,  the  speculaitivc  builder  has  at  last 
appreciated  that  SUsden,  with  its  southerly  slopes  and  compact 
shopping  centre  close  at  hand,  has  sites  which  present  a 
more  attractive  proposition  than  fringe  development  of  large 
towns  where  clients  have  to  travel  miles  to  make  even  the  most 
simple  purchases. 

19  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  during 

the  year, 

24  housing  improvement  grants  were  made. 

At  the  annual  renewal  of  housing  applications, 
completed  at  the  end  of  January,  it  was  found  that  of  a total 
of  41  applicants  only  I9  had  a real  housing  need  based  on 
shortage  of  bedrooms  or  the  sha.ring  of  accommodation.  The 
Council  decided,  therefore,  to  alter  the  points  system  so  as 
to  give  more  points  than  before  for  duration  of  a,.pplication. 

By  so  doing  it  was  anticipated  that  applicants,  particularly 
elderly  people,  vrho  required  smaller  houses  would  not  be 
superseded  by  new  applicants  with  a shortage  of  accommodation. 
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3.  MOVABLE  Di-JELLINGS. 


There  is  one  holiday  site  in  the  district  which 
was  issued  with  a now  licence  und.cr  the  provision  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Developoent  Act,  I96O. 

The  conditions  of  the  licence  require  that  VJ.G.  and 
toilet  facilities  be  provided  up  to  the  new  standard  and 
that  fire  precautions  be  instituted.  The  owner  decided 
to  apply  for  a nev;  planning  consent  for  the  original 
site  of  50  caravans  and  for  additional  land  for  a further 
50  cauavans.  The  application  for  the  addition  was  refused 
but  the  original  consent  was  renewed  for  a 15  year  period. 
The  site  owner  appealed  againvst  the  decision  to  restrict 
the  period  of  consent  and  the  Minister  allowed  the  appeal. 

The  work  of  providing  additional  toilet 
facilities,  roads,  and  augmenting  the  water  supply  is 
proceeding  rud  should  be  ready  by  the  start  of  the  I962 
season. 

There  are  a number  of  chelets  on  the  site  each 
with  a separate  temporary  planning  consent.  The  owner 
has  nov;  agreed  to  a grcdual  lun-down  of  the  numbers  of 
chalets  with  a view  to  complete  clearance  a.t  the  end  of 
a five  year  period, 

4.  WATER  SUPFLI. 


The  public  supply  in  this  district  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  Wo.terv/orks  Department  of  Bradford 
Corporation,  Since  the  scheme  was  established  an  excellent 
relationship  has  built  up  between  the  two  Authorities, 
each  being  kept  fully  informed  of  development.  Samples 
of  the  public  supply  are  taken  regularly  by  this  Authority, 
and  the  Waterworks  Engineer  notified  of  the  results  of 
laboratory  examinations. 

There  are  many  private  water  supplies  in  the 
district  and  these  are  sampled  regularly  by  the  department 
as  a matter  of  routine.  38  such  samples  were  talcen  during 
the  year.  The  number  of  unsatisfactory  supplies  to  outlying 
farms  decreases  each  year  as  now  boreholes  are  installed 
under  the  agricultural  grants  system. 

5.  SE.JERAGE  MD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  extension  of  the  public  sev/er  from  Brunt hwaite 
to  Swartha  was  finished  early  in  the  year,  thus  completing 
the  sewerage  of  the  whole  of  the  district  apart  from 
individual  outlying  farms.  Sewer  extensions  were  also 
carried  out  in  connection  with  the  Sackville  Road  housing 
scheme. 


Final  agreements  have  now  been  reached  between 
the  Authorities  in  the  joint  sewerage  scheme,  and  a 
tender  for  the  works  of  constructing  a new  sev/er  to  servo 
parts  of  Skipton  Rural  District  Council  and  this  Authority 
has  been  accepted.  An  amended  form  K.29  is  being 
prepared  and  forwarded  for  the  approval  of  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  prior  to  commoncemont 
of  the  work.  It  is  hoped  to  start  by  the  summer  of 
1962.,  and  although  this  Authority  will  probably  be 
connected  first  it  seems  unlikely  that  this  will  be 
before  the  end  of  I962. 
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The  Council's  existing  works  at  Koi^.-liley 
Hoad  viero  Daintained  in  full  operation  during  tho  year,  and 
every  effort  is  being  nade  to  keep  the  plant  functioning 
with  a miniiiua  e:3<pend iture  on  renewals.  These  works  will, 
of  course,  becoae  redaindant  as  soon  as  the  district  is 
connected  to  the  new  sower.  It  is  possible,  hovrever,  that 
soQe  of  the  primary  settlement  tanlcs  nay  be  retained  to  give 
treatment  to  stora  water  overflowing  from  the  new  sewer. 

The  £10  grant  to  oimers  of  property  towards 
the  cost  of  converting  waste  water  closets  to  W.C’s  has 
continued  tliroughout  the  year  and  17  such  grants  v;ere  made. 

8 further  conversions  were  done  as  a result  of  housing 
improvement  grants  so  that  the  total  of  waste  water  closets 
in  the  district  was  reduced  by  25  to  290. 

In  addition  to  the  sewerage  to  Sv;o,rtha, 
referred  to  above,  a private  owner  laid  a length  of  sewer  to 
connect  2 houses  to  tho  public  sewer  which  formerly  drained 
into  a cesspool.  In  I96I.,  therefore,  9 houses  were 
connected  to  tho  sewerage  system  and  two  communal  cesspools 
were  dismantled. 

Improvements  to  existing  aarface  water 
sewerage  were  carried  out  at  Hillcrcst  Avenue  and  Foster 
Avenue. 


6.  FACTORIES. 


Since  the  responsibility  for  inspection  for 
Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire  was  handed  over  to  the  Uest 
Riding  County  Fire  Service  the  number  of  visits  to  factories 
has  declined.  29  visits  were  made  and  5 informed,  notices  were 
served,  the  defects  being  lack  of  cleanliness  or  defective 
W,C's.  No  defects  were  notified  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

The  most  serious  matters  arising  from  factories 
and  industrial  processes  during  the  year  were  undoubtedly  complaints 
of  nuisances  of  excessive  noise  under  the  provision  of  the  Noise 
Abatement  Act,  i960.  In  two  ouch  cases  the  Council  v/as  able  to 
obtain  some  measure  of  improvement  by  consultations  with  the 
factory  owners. 


The  Council  was  concerned  about  statutory 
procedure  under  the  above  Act,  particularly  the  necessity  of 
serving  an  abatement  notice  ^^^hich  was  "good”  in  law.  Opinions 
were  expressed  that  an  abatement  notice  should  specify  the  works 
required  to  abate  the  nuisance,  a particularly  difficult  matter 
when  deeling  with  a noise  nuisance.  Finally,  it  was  decided 
to  take  Counsel's  opinion  on  this  point. 

7.  WORKPLACES . 

No  action  was  necessary. 

8.  SCHOOLS. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  information 
given  in  previous  reports  concerning  the  schools  of  the  district. 
Additional  accommodation  in  schoolrooms  owned  by  religious 
denominations  continue  to  be  in  daily  use  so  that  the  junior 
school  is  split  into  buildings  some  distance  apart. 
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These  arrr.ngenents  are  likely  to  continue 
until  the  viest  Riding  County  Cvuncil  is  able  to  iaplenent  the 
plan  to  extend  the  South  Craven  County  Secondary  School  to 
provide  secondary  education  for  the  Silsden  district.  It  is 
then  proposed  to  use  the  present  County  Secondary  School  in 
Hothfield  Street  as  a junior  school  ami  the  existing  junior 
school  in  Aire  View  v/ill  becoae  the  infants’  departaent. 

At  present  there  is  no  indication  as  to  when  these  developnents 
will  talce  place. 

Preparation  of  school  neals  is  carried  out  in 
a comunal  kitchen  at  the  Hothfield  Street  premises  which  is 
well  supervised  and  equipped.  The  kitchen  was  visited  fron 
tine  to  tiae  by  nenbers  of  the  staff  of  this  department,  but 
there  was  no  natter  to  which  attention  should  be  drawn. 

9.  KEEP  IMG  OF  AlH'nALS. 


Complaints  arising  fron  the  keeping  of  animals, 
particularly  pigs,  continue  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  and 
notices  were  served  requiring  stricter  supervision,  improvements 
to  drainage  and  manure  storage  and  removal. 

Complaints  of  noise  nuisance  caused  by  the 
fans  of  the  ventilation  system  of  a large  broiler  house 
continued  to  be  made,  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  by  the 
residents  of  nearby  houses.  Negotiations  were  entered  into 
with  the  ovmer  with  a view  to  effecting  improvement,  and  any 
statutory  action  was  deferred  for  six  months  to  afford  an 
opportunity  for  the  owner  to  experiment  with  various  methods  of 
reducing  the  noise  emitted.  At  the  end  of  the  year  little 
progress  appeared  to  have  been  made  with  mechanism  of  the 
installation,  but  the  owner  had  reduced  the  noise  by  curtailing 
the  use  of  the  building, 

10.  PLACES  OF  EHTERTAINi^IENr . 


There  has  been  no  alteration  to  the  information 
contained  in  the  report  for  last  year. 

Tenders  were  obtained  for  the  Town  Hall  scheme 
referred  to  last  year,  but  it  was  decided  not  to  proceed  with 
the  work  untj.1  certain  alternative  schemes  have  been  considered. 

11.  SMOKE  ABATEiiSrH:. 

17  smoke  observations  were  made  and  visits 
were  made  to  all  the  steam  raising  plant  in  the  district..  It 
was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  statutory  action  during  the 
year. 

Encouragement  was  given  to  Council  tenants  to 
convert  old-fashioned  coal  burning  appliances  to  approved  type 
solid  smokeless  fuel  burning  grates  by  the  malcing  of  a substantial 
grant  towards  the  cost  of  the  work.  Byelaws  relating  to  the 
provision  of  similar  a,ppliances  in  nev;  houses  v/ere  strictly 
enforced  and  similar  conditions  were  imposed  when  improvement 
gra.nts  were  made  towards  the  cost  of  replacing  obsolete  appliances. 


Although  there  are  no  inn ed late  plans  to 
establish  snoke  control  areas,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
aounting  publicity  given  to  the  subject  of  clean  air  in 
recent  years  is  resulting  in  sone  householders  converting  to 
SQokeless  foras  of  house  heating  voluntarily  and  this,  together 
v;ith  the  work  outlined  above,  will  ualce  the  establishaent  of 
snoke  control  areas  easier  when  the  tiae  cones. 

12.  OFFENSIVE  TRnDEB. 


No  change  since  the  last  Report. 

13 .  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAJ. . 

A weelcly  collection  of  household  refuse  fron 
donestic  premises  is  uaintained  throughout  the  residential 
and  shopping  districts  of  the  town.  In  addition  the  frequency 
of  collections  from  the  out-districts  has  been  increased  fron 
3 monthly  to  6 weekly. 

One  driver  and  4 loaders  carry  out  the  bulk 
of  the  work  using  a 12  cubic  yard  Karrier  dual  tip  refuse 
collector,  a 7 cubic  yard  side  loader  is  maintained  on 
stand-by  and  it  is  necessary  to  help  out  with  this  vehicle 
fron  tine  to  tine,  particularly  at  the  tine  of  the  out-district 
collection  or  to  nake  up  delays  to  the  regular  collection 
schedule  resulting  fron  sickness  of  staff  or  bad  weather,  at 
the  sane  tine  an  additional  nan  is  put  on  to  the  work. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  on  land  adjoining  the  sewage  disposal  works  in 
Keighley  Road.  -Hthough  the  anount  of  land  available  for 
tipping  is  somewhat  restricted  at  present  this  problem  will 
soon'  be  solved  when  the  new  tiunic  sewer  is  completed  and  the 
land  now  used  as  sludge  drying  beds  becomes  s-vailable  for 
refuse  disposal. 

Salvage  of  waste  paper  continued  throughout 
the  year,  but  in  the  latter  months  collections  by  the  Council's 
merchant  became  irregular  due  to  a falling  off  in  the  demand 
for  waste  paper. 

14.  RODENT  CONTROL. 

This  service  was  maintained  as  previously?- 
reported.  29  minor  infestations  were  dealt  with  resulting  in 
39  visits  to  premises  for  the  purpose.

The  majority  of  neat  sold  is  from  animals  which 
are  slaughtered  and  inspected  in  the  public  abattoirs 
of  neighbouring  authorities,  namely,  Keighley  and  Skipton.

3.  MOVABIJ]  DV/ELLINGS. 

9|-  acres  of  land,  situated  on  the  .SIcipton  to  Harrogate  road, 
and  known  as  Overdale  Trailer  Park,  are  licensed  to  accocmodate  70 
caravans.  The  site  is  being  developed  in  a most  satisfactory  Danner. 
The  drainage  is  connected  to  the  public  sewer.  The  toilet  block 
includes  water-closets,  wash-ho.nd  basins,  baths  and  shov;ers  \jith  hot 
and  cold  water,  to  conply  with  the  ^bdel  Standards  recomnended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  site  is  used  for 
residential  and  holiday  purposes.  The  Town  Planning  /uthority 
received  an  application  for  an  ertonsion  of  the  site. 

Occasionally,  trailer  caravans  are  brought  into  the  district, 
but  usually  only  reaain  a few  da-ys. 

4.  SSI^ER;JGB  idID  SEWAGE  DISFOS/iL. 

There  is  only  one  property  in  the  built-up  exee,  not  on  the 
water  carriage  system. 

The  methods  of  treatment  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were 
satisfactory  and  there  were  no  complaints  of  pollution. 

The  extension  to  the  sewers  was  in  connection  with  housing 
development  on  Tarn  Moor  Crescent,  Regent  Drive,  Regent  Road  and 
Greenacres  Estate^and  included  429  yards  of  6"  and  704  yards  of  9*' 
to  receive  surface  water,  574  yards  of  6“  and  881  yards  of  9"  foul 
sewer.

The  rooms 
in  the  dwelling-houses  where  the  work  was  carried  out  were  found  to 
bo  clean  and  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

6.  wori[pl;xCES. 


37  inspections  were  made  under  the  provisions  of  'Section  46, 
Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  sanitary  conveniences  were  found  to 
be  sufficient  in  number  and  maintained  in  a cleo.n  and  satisfactory 
condition. 
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7-  SHOPS. 

11  inspections  were  made  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1950.,  for  the  supervision  of  maintenance  of 
suitable  temperatures,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary 
conveniences,  washing  facilities  and  facilities  for  the 
taking  of  meals.  Four  contraventions  were  found  and  were 
given  attention  by  the  occupiers  of  the  premises. 

8.  RODENT  CQHTROL. 

512  inspections  were  made  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949*  67  premises  were 

found  to  be  infested  by  rats  or  mice  and  were  treated  by 
the  department.  Warfarin  was  used  with  success  in  the 
extermination  of  rats,  but  in  many  cases  it  was  ineffective 
against  mice.-  Zinc  phosphide,  with  the  addition  of  pinhead 
oatmeal  was  used  for  mice  infestations. 

9.  SCHOOLS. 

21  inspections  were  made  of  the  sanitary  conveniences 
on  school  premises,  and  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  repair  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  school  kitchens  continued  to  be  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  in 
the  methods  of  storage  and  preparation  of  food  was  found  to 
be  high. 

10.  PET  AI^IMALS  ACT.  1951. 

3 shops  were  licensed.  There  were  no  contraventions 
found  on  the  inspection  of  tho  premises. 

11.  IvSEPING  OF  ANIMALS. 

Byelaws  are  in  operation  for  the  control  of  three  premises. 

No  particular  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  byelaws,  except  at  one  of  the  premises  vrhere  the  drainage 
v;as  unsatisfactory.  However,  application  was  made  by  the 
pig-keeper  for  permission  to  connect  the  drains  of  his 
piggery  to  the  public  sewer. 

12.  PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMEOT  (Public  Houses,  Refreshment  Houses,  etc). 

Section  89  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  requires  the  owner 
or  occupier  of  these  premises  to  provide  and  maintain  such  numbers 
of  sanitary  conveniences  for  the  use  of  persons  frequenting  the 
premises  as  may  be  reasonable. 

9-0  inspections  were  made  to  46  premises  on  the  register, 
and  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  conveniences 
was  found  to  be  good.  ■ 
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13.  CLEM  AIR. 

Since  the  Clean  Air  came  into  force  there  has 
been  a reduction  in  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by- 
smoke  from  industrial  chimneys.  The  Engineers  of  the  Coal 
Board  gave  valuable  assistajice  in  achieving  these  improve- 
ments. 

163  timed  observations  wore  made  of  the  emission  of 
smoke  from  factory  chimneys.  As  a result  of  repeated 
contraventions  from  one  chimney  it  was  decided  to  remove  a 
Cornish  boiler  and  replace  it  with  electrical  sjid  gas 
appliances,  A plant  that  ht-id  been  a nuisance  for  many 
years  was  replaced  by  two  new  boilers,  mechanical  stokers 
and  economisers.  Black  smoke  emitted  from  tv/o  other  chimneys 
wss  caused  by  mechanical  breakdown. 

The  Council  approved  in  principle  the  making  of  a Smoke 
Control  Order  for  a part  of  the  South  Ward  to  the  west  of  the 
Skipton  to  Keighley  railway  line  comprising  357  dwellings 
and  4 other  buildings  and  having  an  acreage  of  51. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Gas  Board  tests  in  the  use  of 
coke  were  made.  Four  Council-owned  houses,  which  were  fitted 
with  fuel  appliance  of  the  convector  type  and  fireback  boilers, 
were  selected  for  the  purpose.  On  completion  of  the  tests  the 
occupiers  were  agreed  that  coke  could  be  burnt  satisfactorily, 
and  that  the  service  given  was  better  than  that  obtained  when 
using  coal.  On  the  question  of  cost  it  was  difficult  to  arrive 
at  the  actual  amount  of  coke  used,  as  there  was  limited  storage 
capacity  and  all  the  houses  had  vsome  coal  already  in  stock. 

The  general  feeling  was  that  the  weight  of  coke  used  had  been 
no  greater  than  that  of  coal.  The  tenants  of  the  houses  agreed 
that  even  had  the  coke  been  slightly  dearer,  the  advantages 
obtained  in  the  form  of  greater  warmth,  more  and  hotter  water, 
and  general  cleanliness,  would  raalce  it  worth  their  while  to 
continue  to  use  coke  rather  than  return  to  coal. 

A number  of  the  houses  in  the  town  were  converted  to 
the  use  of  electricity  only. 

U.  QFFEKSIVE  TRADES. 

The  tripe  boiling  establishment  which  is  situated  on 
slaughterhouse  premises  was  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
The  Council  had  under  consideration  a scheme  for  erfcension 
and  modernisation  of  these  premises.  There  was  a rag  and  bone 
dealer’s  premises  which  was  kept  in  a clean  and  satisfactory 
cond  it  ion. 

15 . R/iG  FLOCK  MD  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT.  IQ 51. 

Three  registered  premises  were  found  to  be  clean  and 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

16.  FOR  FEEDING  ANIILILS. 


Two  shops  sold  meat  for  animals  and  there  were  no 
contraventions  of  the  Byelaws,  requiring  the  moat  to  be 
sterilised. 
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17.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Three  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  in  regular  use: 
one  18  cubic  yards  capacity  Dennis  Shefflex  Duai>-tip  rear 
loader,  one  7 cubic  yards  Karrier  Bantam  side  loader.  A 
further  7 cubic  yards  capacity  vehicle  was  maintained  for 
use  during  the  servicing  of  the  other  vehicles. 

It  was  decided  to  replace  the  side  loaders  by 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  1/|.  aibic  yards  fore  and  aft  tipping 
vehicles  incorporating  a powerpress  for  the  refuse,  eiid  the 
vehicles  powered  by  Perkins  Six  305  Diesel  Engines.  One  of 
these  vehicles  was  delivered  and  an  order  was  placed  for 
another  one.  This  t^’pe  of  collector  can  be  used  in  the  more 
congested  areas,  and  with  power  press  will  carry  the  additional 
weight  of  refuse  of  a larger  vehicle  thus  reducing  the  number 
of  journeys  to  the  tip.  In  the  last  few  years  there  has  been 
a considerable  increase  of  jjaper  and  containers  in  the 
composition  of  refuse.  As  Smoke  Control  Orders  are  brought 
into  operation  refuse  from  houses  will  become  more  bulky  and 
contain  waste  that  i^ras  previously  burnt.  It  was  considered 
that  the  changing  conditions  could  be  dealt  with  more 
adequately  by  using  a vehicle  with  a power  press. 

The  handling  of  refuse  on  the  tip  became  more  and 
more  difficult.  Vehicles  were  continually  sin],cing  and  had  to 
be  towed  out.  The  bulky  refuse,  containing  up  to  50%  of 
paper  and  containers,  the  scarcity  of  ashes  from  the  mills  and 
lack  of  consolidating  materials  such  as  contractors’  refuse 
were  the  causes.  Other  sites  in  the  town  were  used  for  the 
dumping  of  contractors’  refuse.  The  time  is  coming  when  the 
permanent  use  of  mechanical  equipment  will  be  the  only  way  to 
overcome  the  difficulties. 

Controlled  tipping  was  continued  on  land  off  Ings  Lane. 
Mechanical  equipment  was  hired  at  a cost  of  £259  for  the  purpose 
of  grading  the  completed  part  of  the  tip  and  covering  with  soil 
prior  to  re- seeding. 

A total  of  £344-.  15.  7.  was  paid  in  bonus  to  the  workmen 
for  additional  salvalge  collected.

(a)  Milk  Supply; 

The  number  of  milk  distributors  in  the  area  was 
22  and  over  of  the  milk  supply  was  pasteurised  and  came 
from  West  Marton  Dairy,  which  is  situated  in  the  rural  district. 
The  milk  was  first  received  at  a local  depot,  and  was  then 
distributed  from  there.  Six  samples  of  milk  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  One  of  them  gave  a positive 
ring  test  for  Brucellosis  and  a Brucella  /bortus  organism 
was  cultured.  The  type  of  vehicles  used  by  the  distributors) 
and  their  cleanliness  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(b)  SI  au  ght  er  hou  s e s ; 

The  only  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  belongs 
to  the  Council.  Water  bowls  were  provided  in  the  lairages, 
and  consideration  was  .given  to  the  modernisation  of  the 
tripery.  The  design  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  equipment  is 
good. 

There  was  an  Increase  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered,  and  the  accommodation  is  sufficient  to  deal  with 
a much  larger  number.  The  charges  remained  the  same;  cattle 
10/- j calves  and  sheep  2/6d;  pigs  5/-*  These  charges  include 
free  use  of  lairages,  overhead  scales  and  electrical  stunners. 
The  charges  for  hanging  only  were:-  cattle  2/6dj  sheep  and 
calves  6dj  pigs  l/-. 

The  vehicles  used  for  transporting  meat  were  of  a 
high  standard  and  their  interiors  were  cleansed  regularly. 

Eighteen  slaughtermen's  licences  were  granted  to 
slaughter  all  animals  and  ten  licences  were  issued  stipulating 
conditions. 

The  butchers  provided  their  own  captive  bolt 
pistols,  and  the  electrically  operated  stunners  were  provided 
by  the  Council  for  the  use  on  pigs  and  sheep.  Attention  was 
given  to  the  feeding  of  animals  during  the  time  they  were  in 
the  lairages.

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  preparation 
and  manufacture  of  sausages,  potted,  pressed,  picl<ied  and 
preserved  food  under  Section  16  of  the  Act  was  seven.  At  one 
of  the  premises  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  rooms 
and  equipment  was  found  to  be  poor.  After  the  service  of 
notices  and  repeated  inspections  conditions  were  greatly- 
improved.  No  special  action  was  necessary  on  the  inspection 
' of  the  other  premises. 

Ice-Cream; 

The  registered  premises  were  as  follows: - 

(a)  Manufacture,  storage  and  sale  1 

(b)  Storage  and  sale  65 

The  ice-cream  sold,  except  from  the  manufacturer, 
was  pre-wra,pped . The  retail  vans  were  equipped  with  thermal 
heaters  and  v/asli-hand  basins.  The  proprietors  of  the 
registered  premises  wore  most  co-operative,  and  there  was 
a general  desire  to  comply  fully  with  the  Regulations. 

45  samples  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  44  samples  were  placed  in  provisional  grade  1 
and  1 in  provisional  grade  2.

615  inspections  were  nado  of  food  premises,  and 
the  improvements  in  the  methods  of  manufacture  and  handling 
of  food  during  the  last  few  years  were  maintained.  Contraventions 
of  the  Regulations  were  found  on  39  premises  which  were  given 
attention  when  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  proprietors. 

Stalls  in  the  High  Street  continued  to  be 
difficult  to  control  because  some  of  the  constructions  were  of 
a temporary  nature.  Stallholders  were  required  to  have  available 
on  the  stall  towels,  soap  and  nail  brushes  and  had  arrangements 
with  the  shopkeepers,  who  let  the  frontages,  to  use  the  washing 
facilities  and  sanitary  conveniences  on  their  premises. 

19.  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  water  undertalcing  is  controlled  by  the  Craven 
Water  Board.  The  reservoir  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  Erabsay 
Moor  and  has  a capacity  of  175? 426, 000  gallons,  and  a top  water 
level  of  700  feet  above  ordnance  datum.  The  area  of  the  gathering 
ground  is  663  acres,  the  depth  of  the  reservoir  56  feet,  and  the 
water  area  261'  acres.  The  water  is  conveyed  to  the  town  by 
a 12  inch  trunl'  main  and  the  average  daily  consumption  is  approx- 
imately 828,000  gallons,  n filtration  plant  is  installed 
consisting  of  eight  Candy  pressure  filters  together  with  an 
apparatus  for  injecting  sulphate  of  alumina  and  hydrate  of  lime. 

A Wallace  and  Tiernan  chlorination  plant  is  in  operation. 

This  is  capable  of  giving  either  marginal  or  breakpoint 
chlorination,  and  the  plant  incorporates  a olilorlno  residual 
recorder.  The  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  the  district  supplied 
from  the  public  mains  was  4? 538.  There  were  no  houses  supplied 
from  standpipes.  Although  the  raw  water  might  under  certain 
conditions  be  plumbo- solvent,  the  chemical  treatment  at  Embsay 
prevents  it  having  this  effect.  The  results  of  samples  t.akon

Houses  Closed  etc. 

Owing  to  the  dilapidated  condition  of  one  old  farmhouse 
at  Boltonp-by-Bovrland  the  owners  agreed  to  close  it  for  human 
habitation.  The  building  vxas  converted  so  as  to  be  used  for 
other  purposes.  Another  house  in  the  same  parish  has  been  taken 
over  as  a Doctor ‘s  Surgery,  and  a house  at  Gisburn  has  been 
converted  into  an  Estate  Office. 

The  Closing  Order  on  Old  Mary’s  Cottage,  Harrop  Fold, 
v;as  terminated  in  June.  The  building  was  then  partially  demolished 
to  make  it  safe,  and  work  of  reconstitution  of  the  site  was  in 
hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Houses  Repaired.

Shop,  Laund.ry,  Shoi/ers,  Washbasins,  and  W.Cs’  was  erected  on 
the  site.  Roolways  and  standings  are  being  provided  as  required. 

The  owners  have  been  most  co-operative  in  site 
construction  and  maintenance. 

Water  Supplies. 

Public  supplies  for  the  District  are  now  mostly 
under  the  control  of  the  Fylde  Water  Board | the  major  source  of 
supply  for  this  area  being  from  springs  on  Waddington  Fells. 

I continue  to  take  samples  at  regulou*  intervals  from 
Private  Estates  and  Public  Supplies  as  in  past  years.  These  are 
analysed  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston.

Newton-  in~3ovjland . 

This  scheae,  which  is  for  the  sewering  of  the  village,  and  an 
outfsJ.1  works  by  the  river,  was  approved  in  principle  sifter  a Ministry's 
enquiry  in  October.  Nork  will  probably  be  put  in  hand  when  the  Slaidburn 
scheme  is  approved,  so  that  the  tvro  projects  Qa.y  be  carried  out  siixiltaneously

SCHOOLS. 

The  extensions  at  Thorneyholac  School,  Dunsop  Bridge  have 
not  yet  been  commenced.  This  is  nost  unfortunate  as  the  existing 
toilet  facilities  sjid  drainage  systen  are  in  a very  poor  condition. 

Works  of  extension  to  the  Bashall  Eaves  Priaary  School  v/ere 
coanenced  in  Septenber.  This  scheuie,  when  coapletod,  will  provide 
additional  accoTnnodat ion  and  also  aodernise  the  preuises,  a considerable 
iaproveaent  long  overdue. 

Plans  were  a,pprovod  in  April  for  substantial,  extensions  at 
Grindleton  Primary  School^  but  work  on  this  had  not  comenced  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Inspection  of  schools  throughout  the  year  have  shown  a high 
degree  of  general  cleanliness. 

OFFENSIVE  TlhlDES. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  novr  in  operation  in  this  district. 
COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 


So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  no  Registrations  for  premises  of 
this  type  have  over  been  made  in  this  District. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AilD  DISPOSili. 

Two  special  motor  vehicles  are  used  for  this  purpose.  The 
service  is  fortnightly  for  dwelling  houses,  but  a weeldLy  collection 
has  been  arranged  for  hotel  premises  etc.  where  excess  refuse  has 
npjde  this  necessary. 

Refuse  is  collected  in  eighteen  out  of  nineteen  parishes  and 
deposited  at  three  tips  which  are  conveniently  placed  so  as  to  avoid 
excess  travelling. 

RQDEl^  CQIVTROL. 

Routine  disinfestation  treatment  has  been  carried  out  at  the 
Council’s  refuse  tips  etc.  Other  properties  - farms,  schools,  business 
premises  and  private  houses  - have  been  treated  on  notification. 

68  inspections  have  been  made. 

INSPECTION  AI^  CUPSHVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  ililk  Sueulies. 

7 samples  of  milk  from  retailers  have  been  t alien  and  submitted 
for  Methylene  Blue  test,  and  9 for  biological  test  (T.3).  All  these  samples 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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In  four  invstances  Brucellosis  has  been 
xOiind  in  milk  snnples.  Following  "this^  individual  ss.[nples  were 
trJ;en  froQ  a total  of  91  cov7s  and  subnitted  for  "Ring  Test’’, 

In  three  of  the  herds  concerned  the  nuGiber  of  cows  fimnd  to  be 
affected  were  6,  4 and  1 respectively.  The  fourth  herd  was 
fouixl  to  be  clear. 

Most  of  the  nill:  fron  these  herds  is  sent  to 
l^ge  dairies,  and  there  pasteurised.  It  was  arranged  that 
milk  from  the  affected  cows  v/as  diverted  to  the  dairies,  and 
only  Qilk  froo  cows  proven  "clear"  should  be  served  to  retail 
consumers. 

Slaughterhouse . 


There  is  one  licenced  slaughterhouse  in  the 
District.  This  has  proved  to  bo  a very  busy  place  and  visits  of 
inspection  have  been  made  almost  daily.

General , 

Progress  on  the  Council’s  extended  building  programme  on 
the  Maryfell  Site  at  Sedbergh  has  been  maintained,  albeit  at  a 
slower  rate  than  anticipated. 

Of  this  Scheme,  eight  bungalows,  sixteen  two-bedroom 
flats,  and  ten  three-bedroom  houses  have  been  completed  and 
occupied!  four  one-bedroom  flats.  Community  Centre  and  Warden's 
Flat  being  in  course  of  completion. 

Statutory  Action. 

Statutory  action  under  Section  16,  Housing  Act,  1957

Remaining  from  i960  one  house  only  has  been 
completed  and  occupied  during  the  current  year. 

Moveable  Dwell in vs. 


On  this  score  no  serious  difficulties  have  been 
experienced  during  this  year. 

One  site  to  accom-nodate  nine  caravans  has  been 
approved  at  Ingmire,  and  five  individual  Sites  Licences  issued. 

Two  small  Caravan  Sites  at  Dent  have  been 
refused  by  the  iirea  Planning  Officer, 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Commenced  in  July,  extensive  improvements  are  in 
hand  at  the  Sedbergh  Sewage  Works.  These  include  the  remodelling 
of  the  existing  screening  and  overflow  chambers,  and  the  provision 
of  a further  sedimentation  tank;  the  construction  of  an  additional 
percolating  filter  89’  O’’  in  diameter,  the  replacement/reraodelling 
of  the  existing  Humus  Tanlc,  the  duplication  of  the  Storm  Mater 
tanks,  extensions  to  the  Sludge  drying  beds  and  the  provision  of 
dried  sludge  bay,  the  last  named  to  assist  in  the  better  handling 
of  sludge. 

The  works  being  heavily  overloaded  in  times  of 
flood,  the  extensions  in  hand  should  result  in  an  improvement  in 
the  routine  work  necessary  to  raaintain  fullest  efficiency  and, 
not  least,  an  improved  effluent  into  the  R.iver.

With  the  exception  of  some  eight  properties  in  the 
Dowbiggin  Lane/Dowbiggin  area,  no  extension  to  the  scavenging 
area  covered  by  the  Council  has  been  made  during  the  past  year. 
As  formerly,  the  Council  control  two  refuse  tips,  one  at 
Langstone  Wuarry,  which  is  the  main  tip,  and  the  secondary  or 
alternative  tip  at  Busk  L^-ne  luarry  which  is  only  used  if,  for 
any  reason,  the  main  tip  is  not  accessible.

Ag  formerly  routine  disinfestation  on  a montU-y  basis 
continues  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Council's  tips  on  Langstone

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food . 

(a)  Milk  Supplies. 

No  licences  for  the  retail  of  T.T.  Milk  by  retail  have 
been  issued  during  the  past  year, 

(b)  Slau£'hterhou>ses. 

Of  the  three  slaughterhouses  in  use,  one  only  elected 
to  recondition  under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  195s. j the  two  remaining  being  closed,  as  from  the 
31st  December,  I96I.  This  means  that  out  of  the  five  butchers 
operating  in  this  district,  four  nov;  obtain  their  supplies  from 
the  Central  Slaughterhouse  at  Kendal. 

VJater  Supplies. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  maintaining  supply 
on  any  of  the  three  Supplies  for  which  the  Council  is  responsible. 

One  section  of  1"  pipe  supplying  seven  properties  in 
Cautley  Road,  Sedbergh  has  been  replaced  with  70  yards  of  3“ 
spun  iron  main. 

To  reduce  the  excessive  pressure  on  the  lower  section 
of  the  recently  laid  Ingmire  - Four  Lane  Ends  ilain,  a pressure 
Reducing  Valve  has  been  fixed  in  the  main  at  a point 
immediately  below  Ingmire  Hall  with  satisfactory  results. 

iJhile  as  above  stated,  no  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  maintaining  adequate  supplies  in  the  district, 
very  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  locating  two 
elusive  leakages  on  the  Sedbergh  supply. 

As  the  lealcages  resulted  in  a lessening  of  the  pressure 
over  the  area  Hellbanl:  to  Millthrop,  and  as  careful  e xaminat ion 
of  the  lines  of  main  and  testing  with  the  stethescope  were 
abortive,  night  meter  tests  v/ere  carried  out  and  the  leakages 
fLaa.lly  pin.-pointed  to  two  localities,  one  .adjacent  to  the 
Moss,  Ilcilbanlc,  and  the  other  at  the  opposite  end  of  the 
system  at  Millthrop  Hill,  Millthrop. 

On  locating  the  leedcages  were  found  to  be  due  to  split 
mains  in  each  case  - the  le  ale  age  at  The  Moss  getting  away  by 
way  of  a roadside  drain,  and  the  Millthrop  lealeage  for.ming 
part  of  a snail  stream  near  the  Mill. 

As  an  indication  of  the  amount  of  time  that  be  t<aken  in 
testing  for  and  loc.?ting  lealcages  such  as  the  above,  and  where  a 
small  Local  Authority  is  without  adequate  raains-te sting  apparatus- 
and  where  there  are  not,  in  addition,  sufficient  or  moveable 
water  meters  to  test  long  sections  of  main,  the  time  talcen  con 
be  excessive  - in  this  case  extending  over  tv/o  months.

With  a view  to  being  able  to  observe  the  amount  of 
(presuaied)  leakage  from  the  above  reservoir  a 12”  drain  carrying 
subsoil  water  into  which  the  subfloor  drainage  system  below 
the  reservoir  discharges,  v;as  cut,  a manhole  with  an  overflow 
sill  built,  and  approximately  30  yds.  of  6”  drainage  laid.

Representations  were  made  recommending  clearance 
ojrea  procedure  in  respect  of  three  areas  viz;  Wenning  Avenue, 
Bentham  (9  houses),  Primrose  Bower,  Low  Bentham  (5  houses), 
and  Cherry  Tree  Cottages,  Malham  (3  houses) . 

A Clearance  Order  in  respect  of  Penning  Avenue  was 
confirmed  for  o houses,  1 house  being  struck  out,  and  conf iimiat ion 
of  a compulsory  purchase  order  in  respect  of  Primrose  Bower  was 
awaited  following  an  appeal.  After  consideration  of  the 
representation  in  respect  of  the  area  at  Malham,  the  Council 
decided  to  attempt  to  purchase  the  property  privately,  without 
recourse  to  statutory  powers. 

No  further  demolitions  took  place  during  the  year, 
but  it  is  hoped  to  provide  in  ne:rt  year's  estimates  for  the 
clearing  of  the  3 areas  belonging  to  the  Council  in  Settle. 

Improvement  Grants. 

It  is  now  10  years  since  the  first  Improvement 
Grant  scheme  in  the  District  was  completed,  and  in  all  227  houses 
have  been  improved  with  the  aid  of  grants.

When  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  i960  cane  into  force,  the  Public  Health  Connittee 
appointed  a Sub-Conn  it  tee  to  consider  the  reconnended  standards 
for  sites,  and  draw  up  a schedule  of  requirements  which  should 
apply  to  sites  thr'Oughout  the  district  in  order  .that  prospective 
developers  night  ho.ve  idea  what  the  Council  would  require. 

The  Sub-Connittee ’ s reconnendations  were  eventually  adopted, 
and  have  been  .applied  v/ith  minor  anendnents  in  the  conditions 
attached  to  licences  \;hich  have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  licences  were  issued  in  respect 
of  ten  sites  with  accoranodation  for  236  vans,  the  largest 
being  at  Ingleton  for  135 # but  this  has  not  yet  been  developed. 
Appeals  in  respect  of  two  sites  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  the  grounds  being  that  certain  conditions  attached  to 
the  licences  were  "unduly  burdensome". 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  major  change  in  the  water  supplies  in  the 
District  was  in  administration,  as  in  -^pril  the  Craven  Water 
Board  assumed  direct  control  of  the  supplies  formerly  supervised 
by  the  Council.

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PUBLIC  SvmiMING  BkTBS,_ 

Although  fror.1  time  to  time  agitation  arises  in 
the  District  for  the  provision  of  a public  swimming  bath  at 
Settle,  there  is  no  doubt  that  financial  considerations  at 
present  preclude  such  provision. 

There  are  at  present  two  swimming  baths  in  the 
District,  but  one  is  privately  owned  at  GiggleSwiclc. School, 
and  the  other  is  an  open-air  pool  on  the  river  side  at 
Ingleton,  open  to  the  public,  but  under  the  control  of  a 
local  organisation.  The  water  supply  to  this  la.tter  pool  is 
a continuous  flow  from  the  adjoining  river,  and  is  untreated, 
but  the  supply  to  the  bath,  at  the  School  is  from  their  own 
private  chlorinated  supply. 

SEI/JEPJIGE  AND  SEIJAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the 
District  are  under  "^he  control  of  iir,  N, L,  Jaggar,  the  Council's 
Engineer,  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  the  following  information. 

Approximately  4? 000  houses  (or  S5%  of  the  total) 
in  the  thirty  townships  of  the  District  are  connected  to 
sewera,ge  systems  controlled  by  the  Council,  fourteen  townships 
being  provided  for. 

At  Horton- in-Pv,ibblesdale,  the  scheme  for  sev;ering 
the  second  part  of  the  village  was  completed,  and  at  the  year 
end  schemes  had  been  prepared  and  were  awaiting  approval  for 
the  following  villages 

Halton  West  - disposal  works  and  sewers 

Long  Preston  ) 

Stainforth  ) improvements  to  disposal  works. 

High  Bent  ham  ) 

Schemes  were  in  preparation  for  new  v/ork  at  Rathmell, 
and  improvements  at  iustwick  and  Settle/Giggleswick/Langcliff e. 

Kirkby  Malham  is  a compact  village  with  a great  need 
for  a sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme,  a,s  over  the  last  fev; 
years,  many  septic  tanlcs  have  been  installed  in  a small  area, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a public  system  can  be  provided  before 
any  trouble  might  arise  from  the  present  sewage  disposal 
arrangem.onts. 

FACT0RIB3  AI^  WOBIlPLaCES. 

Work  under  this  heading  does  not  vary  much  from 
year  to  year,  the  changes  generally  being  in  occupation,  or  in 
the  conversion  of  a factory  from  "non-power”  to  "povrer”. 

/.s  was  reported  last  year,  a large  cotton  mill  closed  down, 
but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  certain  parts  of 
it  were  re-opened  for  xrork  in  connection  with  a paper  trade 
and  worsted  spinning. 

Lists  of  out-workers  were  received  from  other  districts, 
and  these  shov;  that  42  people  were  employed  doing  work  at  their 
homes,  and  these  were  mainly  in  connection  with  knitting  and 
burling  and  mending.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  about  half 
of  this  number  are  resident  in  Council  houses,  but  no  unsatisfactory 
conditions  v;ere  noted  during  the  year. 

In  all  there  are  some  133  factories  in  the  District. 


REFUSE  CO- LECTION  AND  DLSPOSAL, 


The  scheme  detailed  in  my  last  report  has  continued 
throughout  the  year  with  a few  minor  extensions  of  the  area  to 
serve  some  outlying  properties.  The  total  cost  of  collection 
and  disposal  for  the  last  completed  year  was  £10,781.,  which 
included  a new  vehicle,  and  the  following  table  shows  the  work 
done  by  the  14  cien  and  4 vehicles  employed.

The  7 samples  of  milk  containing  brucella  abortus 
were  from  four  farms.  In  three  cases  notices  were  served  requiring 
the  milk  to  be  heat  treated  before  being  sold,  and  a,t  the  year 
end  the  notices  were  still  in  force. 
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SLAUGOTERHOUSES. 


There  arc  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
District,  and  so  far  as  is  known,  all  the  neat  slaughtered 
was  exaained,  and  no  difficulties  encountered.  The  Council's 
report  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
was  eventually  approved  with  minor  amendments,  and  the 
order  setting  out  the  appointed  date  is  awaited. 

Under  the  report  one  slaughterhouse  v/ill  be 
closed,  and  the  remaining  three  allowed  to  continue  after 
the  necessary  improvements  are  carried  out. 

The  following  table  .shov/s  pa,rticulars  of  the 
incidence  of  disease  in  the  animals  inspected.  No  cases  of 
tuberculosis  or  cyst icercosis  were  observed,  and  the  most 
common  condemnations  were  bovine  livers  affected  with  fluke.

OTHER  FOOD  PREMISES. 

Routine  visits  were  carried  out  to  various  other 
food  premises  in  the  District  of  which  there  are  about  2 24, 
but  no  statutory  action  was  found  to  be  necessary.  Three 
additional  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream, 
making  a total  of  74  registered  for  this  purpose. 

Only  two  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  ice-cream,  and  their  production  was  only  a very  small 
'mount  of  the  total  sold  in  the  District,  most  of  it  is  produced 
by  the  larger  manufacturers  outside  the  area.  Three  samples 
were  taken  during  the  year  and  were  satisfactory. 
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PETROLEUM  STORiiGE. 


Testing  of  various  installations  was 
supervised  during  the  year,  and  six  old  and  three  new 
installations  v;ere  testal.  Most  of  the  old  equipment  has 
novr  been  checked  over  the  last  two  years. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES . 


In  perusing  old  reports  one  finds  references 
to  ‘’Common  Lodging  Houses”,  and  although  there  are  now  none 
in  the  District,  there  were  such  premises  in  Settle  up  to  a 
ooG^para.t ively  recent  date.  No  doubt  there  was  need  for 
this  type  of  dwelling  during  the  construction  of  the  railv/ays, 
and  Settle  seemed  to  be  a favourite  centre.  In  the  late 
19th  century,  there  were  reports  by  the  Council’s  Inspector 
referring  to  two  lodging  houses  in  Upper  Settle,  and  there 
was  apparently  difficulty  with  the  closet  accommodation, 
as  one  occupier  was  to  be  required  to  convert  the  present 
privy  into  a water  closet,  following  a report  for  “emptying 
contents  of  a box  privy  into  covered  ashpit”. 

Hov/ever,  reports  for  latter  years  show  them 
as  being  well  kept,  and  eventually  they  were  closed,  one 
about  1925  and  the  other  about  I929.,  the  structures  being 
converted  into  private  dwellings.

HOUflHG. 

Tliere  was  somo  increase  in  activity  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1957.,  during  the  year:  representations  were  made  to 
the  Council  in  respect  of  five  Clearance  Lreas  v;hich  included 
17  houses.  In  the  case  of  one  area  it  v/as  decided  to  purchase 
the  houses  and  land  either  compulsorily  or  preferably  by 
negotiation  if  this  x/as  found  to  be  possible.  In  all  other 
cases  it  v/as  decided  that  Clearance  Orders  be  made. 

In  addition  to  those  houses  dealt  with  in  groups 
reports  in  respect  of  individual  houses  were  presented  to  the 
Public  Health  Committee.  40  houses  were  reported  upon,  and  it 
was  decided  that  in  all  cases  they  could  not  be  made  fit  at 
reasonable  cost,  and  action  would  be  instituted  under  ‘:ection 
16  of  the  Act,  The  houses  dealt  with  included  a row  of  back-to- 
back  properties  in  Sutton,  and  one  in  Eastburn.  The  reason 
for  action  under  Section  16  instead  of  using  Clearance  Order 
procedure  was  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  these  houses 
could  usefully  be  made  into  through  houses.  At  the  ''Time  and 
Place"  meeting  owners  v/ere  informed  of  this  and  it  was  also 
intimated  to  them  that  if  adequate  reconditioning  schemes  were 
put  in  the  question  of  assistance  by  way  of  improvement  grant 
would  be  considered.  No  schemes  had  been  received  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  but  the  deposit  of  a scheme  in  respect  of  one  row  was 
pending.  Closing  Orders  made  previously  were  determined  in  five 
cases,  the  houses  which  had  been  previously  similarly  dealt  with 
having  been  Qiade  fit  by  making  two  or  more  into  one  house  and 
thus  making  "through"  ventilation  and  other  improvements  possible. 

Difficulty  was  again  experienced  in  the  enforcement  of 
Clecj’snce  Orders  for  varying  reasons|  in  one  case  because  of 
difficulty  of  access,  but  in  most  cases  because  the  areas  were 
too  smell,  and  too  distant  from  the  basis  of  demolition 
contractors  to  make  it  an  economic  proposition  for  them  to 
undertake  the  work. 

Repair  notices  v/ere  served  in  respect  of  three  cottages," 
as  they  v;ere  not  complied  v;ith,  tenders  were  obtained  for  the 
repairs  to  be  done  in  default.  In  two  cases,  the  v/ork  was 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  in  one  case  it  had  only 
just  been  commenced. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  it  was  found  that  a 
cottage  v/hich  wa.s  the  subject  of  a Closing  Order  ha.d  been 
reoccupied  after  vacation.  Authority  was  given  to  proceed 
against  the  persons  concerned  for  the  offence|  before  taking 
this  action,  the  farm  tenant  concerned  wa.s  interviewed  and 
allowed  to  state  his  case.  t the  end  of  the  year  a prosecution 
v/as  pending.

The  pattern  of  improverrient  grant  procedure  established 
in  earlier  years  was  followed  throughout  I96I.,  the  majority  of 
applicants  were  again  owner/occupiers  and  the  numbers  were 
similar  to  last  year. 

VJhilst  no  application  for  money  on  loan  was  made, 

I know  that  if  the  Council  vjere  prepared  to  advauico  money  for 
the  purchase  of  good  older  houses,  and  also  to  assist  re- 
conditioning, a real  need  v/ould  be  met.  Reports  covering  the 
above  and  other  aspects  of  housing  had  been  presented  to  the 
Council,  but  not  considered  at  the  end  of  the  year^  consideration 
was  pending.

HOVnBLE  DUELLINGS, 


One  nev;  aultiple  caravan  site  was  licenced  during  the  year, 

T’a.e  licence  was  for  ton  trailer  caravans  and  the  site  was  in  Field 
No,  136  at  Hebden,  -adjoining  other  holiday  accommodation  owned  by 
VJharfedale  Holidays,  It  was  decid.ed  after  prolonged  consideration 
that  some  of  the  model  site  licence  conditions  \iere  too  onerous  in 
view  of  the  seasonal  nature  of  the  majority  of  the  sites  in  use  in 
the  District.  Modifications  were  made  to  all  licences  for  recreational 
sites  Li  the  requirements  for  showers,  sanitary  conveniences  and  road 
widths.  It  was  also  decided  that  the  advice  of  the  Fire  Prevention 
Officer  of  the  Most  Riding  County  Council  Fire  Service  be  sought  in 
respect  of  those  licence  conditions  which  refer  to  fire  precautions 
and  that  the  suggestions  bo  incorporated  in  the  licence. 

Eight  sites  v;ith  capacities  of  from  3 to  300  ceravans  were 
in  use  during  the  -Spring  and  Summer  period,  and  in  one  case 
throughout  the  year. 


An  application  for  planning  consent  and  a site  licence  was 
deposited  by  the  ov/ner  of  a small  field  in  the  centre  of  Cononley 
Village.  The  application  was  for  consent  to  establish  a caravan 
site  with  15  caravans  and  toilet  block.  In  view  of  the  obtrusive 
position,  planning  permission  v/as  refused,  no  appeal  was  made,  and 
consequently  no  licence  was  issued. 

The  use  of  one  site  v;as  discontinued.!  at  the  end  of  the 
year  only  three  sites  for  single  caravans  v/ere  licenced  although 
several  were  held  over  because  of  absence  of  planning  permission 
or  v;ere  av/aiting  the  outcome  of  planning  appeals. 

As  is  usual  with  the  administration  of  the  law  relating 
to  caravans,  a great  deal  more  time  and  effort  was  expended  than  would 
appear  possible  from  the  results  achieved.

WATER  SUPPLIES  IM  PRIVATE  qhTERoHIF. 

The  supply  of  parts  of  the  District  from  privately 
owned  non-statutory  undertakings  was  continued  as  hitherto, 
with  one  exception.  The  Garleton  supply  v/as  talren  over 
by  the  Water  Board  following  which  the  use  of  the  Garleton 
reservoir  was  discontinued  and  the  water  v/as  supplied  from 
Shipton. 

The  Council  were  imch  concerned  about  the  intermittent 
pollution  of  supplies  to  parts  of  Lothersdale,  Halton  East 
and  the  Hambleton  .'rea  of  Bolton  Abbey.  A special  sub- Committee 
v/as  appointed  to  consider  the  position,  and  one  meeting  was 
held|  also  present  were  representatives  of  the  Craven  Water 
Board  and  the  owners*  Agent  for  the  latter iv/o  mentioned  supplies. 
The  position  v/as  discussed  very  fully^  it  transpired  that 
the  Water  Board,  were  not,  because  of  other  more  urgent 
commitments,  able  to  replace  the  supplies  to  Hambleton  and 
Halton  East  in  the  foreseeable  future.  The  Agent  for  the 
ov/ners  of  the  supplies  v/as  urged  to  recommend  to  his  principals 
that  the  improvement  and  chlorination  of  the  supplies  be  undertaken. 
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The  ChleT  Public  Hoclth  Inspector  was  instructed  to  send 
details  of  f iras  v;ho  would  und.ertake  this  class  of  work 
and  advise  generally.  Lists  were  sent  and  the  offer  to 
advise  on  the  natter  was  follovred  up;  at  the  eixl  of  the  year, 
nothing  further  h.ad  been  undertaken  by  th(3  owners. 

xill  the  known  details  of  the  various  supplies 
to  Lothersdale  v;ore  sent  to  the  Craven  i'/ater  Board  v/ith  a 
view  to  consideration  being  given  to  the  installation  of  a 
public  supply  in  the  village. 

VJhi3.st  there  was  some  little  iniproveaent  in 
the  quality  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Saltorforth  Hater 
Company  during  the  year,  it  was  still  unsatisfactory.  The 
Company  were  urged  to  install  a simple  chlorination  plant  at 
the  storage  tanks;  this  they  declined  to  do  on  the  score  of 
expense.  It  is  understood  that  there  were  some  negotiations 
betv/een  the  Company  and  the  Craven  Water  Board  for  the  sale 
of  the  assets  of  the  Company  to  the  Board.  After  the 
brealzdown  of  negotiations  the  Company  gave  notice  that  thoy 
intended  to  cease  to  supply  water  at  the  expiry  of  three 
months  from  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year,  samples  were  ta.ken  from  the 
Threshfield  suppl}^  v/hich  shov^ed  gross  pollution  for  a time. 
Representations  were  made  to  the  ovmers  of  the  supply  and 
recommendations  for  clearing  the  contaminat ion  from  the  supply 
tanl;s  v:ere  made|  failing  any  improvement  the  owners  were 
recommended  to  undertake  the  chlorination  of  the  supply.  The 
latter  recommendation  was  not  pressed  further  as  later  samples 
shov;Gd  much  improvement  in  quality. 

The  supply  to  Thorpe  village  still  showed  intermittent 
pollution  and  the  proposed  measures  for  improvement  had  not  been 
commenced. 

Some  trouble  was,  experienced  in  the  private  supply 
to  ills  is  'chool  and  nearby  properties.  It  was  found  that  the 
chlorination  plant  ;^as  not  working  correctly,  but  after  overhaul 
later  samples  were-  satisfactory. 

In  the  Spring  of  the  year  samples  of  water  obtained 
from  the  supply  serving  The  Holiday  Fellox^ship  Guest  House  at 
Wewficld  Hell,  Celt  on,  shovxed  excessive  pollution.  The  storage 
tanlcs  were  cleaned  and  overhauled  ejid  five  sterilizing  filters 
v;ere  fitted  at  various  draw  off  points  in  the  building. 

Water  samples  from  the  Chatsworth  Estate's  supply 
to  part  of  Rylstone  Village  were  found  to  be  heavily  contaminated 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  An  investigation  revealed  a 
number  of  points  v;hero  pollution  could  be  gaining  access  to  the 
supply  from  badly  constructed  storage  tanks,  broken  covers,  etc. 
Recommendations  for  remedial  measures  were  given  to  the 
Estate  M 3nt  but  the  work  ha.d  not  been  commenced  the  end 
of  the  year. 
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During  the  year  225  saaples  frooi  private 
supplies  were  sent  for  bacter iologicel  exa&iinrtion,  and  4 
for  che'.nicDl  ajialysis.  The  latter  were  all  sat isfactory^, 
and  of  the  others,  119  v/ere  satisfactory,  21  doubtful  and  o5 
unsatisfactory,  L samples  were  taken  from  the  IJater  Board 
supply  to  Cononley  village  for  acidity  and  lead  content* 
in  all  cases  the  results  were  negative.

The  scheme  for 
Lothersdalc  was  commenced  in  August,  I96I  and  is  still 
in  progress.

It  was  necessary  in  this  instsjice  to  re-advert ise  for 
tenders.

DRAINEGE  IJOBIC  JND  SANITARY  ACCOMIODaO^ION  . 

The  supervision  of  drain  laying  for  old  and 
new  properties  v/as  continued  by  the  Inspectors  during  I96I, 

In  all  cases  where  it  was  possible  to  do  so,  the  hydraulic 
test  was  applied  to  nev/  drains.  1,764  yards  of  4“  drain  and 
165  yards  of  6"  drain  were  tested.  o97  yard.s  of  4”  drain  were 
inspected  but  not  tested.  Only  in  a few  cases  was  it  necessary 
to  disapprove  and  re-test  the  systems  after  modifications. 

18  vmste  water  closets  v;ere  converted  to 
fresh  water  closets  at  the  sole  expense  of  the  o^^^ner;  this 
figure  is  rather  less  than  those  converted  annually  during  the 
last  fev7  years.  8 privies  were  converted  to  x/ater  closets 
during  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  figures  quoted  above,  41 
tipplers  and  10  privies  wore  converted  to  \7a.ter  closets  as 
paxt  of  improvement  grant  schemes. 

BUILDING. 

The  supervision  of  new  construction  under  the 
building  byelaws  v/as  continued  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
Again  an  increased  amount  of  private  building  x/as  noted  during 
the  year. 

Details  are  given  in  the  subjoined  table, 
those  referring  to  Council  construction  have  been  supplied  by 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
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Factories  aw  workshops . 

^ _ Those  parts  of  the  Factories  Act  which  are  within  the 

purview  of  Local  Aithorities  were  adciinistered  a,s  hitherto  during 
the  year.  42  inspections  were  made  and  the  notice  of  occupiers  of 
factories  was  drawn  to  9 contraventions. 

Co-operation  between  your  Officers  and  the  Factories 
Inspectorate  was  continued.  Copies  of  plans  of  nev/  factories  and 
extensions  to  factories  were  forwarded  to  the  appropriate  Officers 
to  enable  them  to  carry  out  their  respective  responsibilities. 

Various  changes  in  the  occupation  of  factories,  usually 
the  smaller  ones,  v/ere  noted  during  the  year. 

There  were  approximately  39  outworkers  engaged  in  bci.rling 
and  mending  worsted  cloth  employed  within  tho  District  by  three  textile 
factoriesj  all  these  were  visited  at  least  once  during  the  year. 

In  addition,  33  outworkers  living  outside  the  District  were  employed  a,nd 
partimlars  of  these  workers  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of 
the  Districts  in  which  they  lived. 

KEEPING  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT. 

The  arrangement  with  the  County  Fire  Service  for  inspections 
of  licenced  premises  and  advice  to  the  Council  was  continued.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  19  storage  installations  were  found,  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  a 
yej-ying  degree,  usually  in  minor  matters.  It  was  decided  that  the  licence 
in  respect  of  these  installations  be  not  renewed  until  the  necessary 
mod  if  ic  at  io  n s had  been  mad  e . 

^Nev;  tanks  installed  and  ta.nlas  older  th'SH  20  years  were  pressure 
tested  in  situ  under  the  supervision  of  your  officers.  8 tanks  were  tested; 
oJ-l  except  one  passed  the  test  In  the  1 case  mentioned  a new  replacement 
tank  was  put  in. 

The  licences  operative  throughout  the  year  authorised  the  storo,ge 
of  241,000  galls,  of  petrol  and  112  lbs.  of  carbide  of  calcium, 

SCHOOLS. 

ys  hitherto  schools  \;ere  visited  from  time  to  time,  special 
aotention  being  given  to  those  with  food  preparing  kitchens  attached.  Little 
cause  for  complaint  was  found  during  the  year. 

KEEPING  OF  .ITIMaLS. 

^ , There  are  no  byelaws  governing  the  keeping  of  animals  within  the 

District. 

Complaints  were  received  from  neighbours  concerning  a nuisance 
irora  smells^ and  noise  from  the  keeping  of  four  large  greyhounds  at  a back-to- 
back  house  in  Gononley.  impart  from  the  nuisance  created  in  the  house  smells 
were  getting  through  into  the  house  behind. 

. tenant  v;as  visited  and  a confirming  informal  notice  was  sent. 

1 he  keeping  of  the  dogs  in  the  house  was  discontinued  soon  afterwards  and  no 
further  complaints  have  been  received. 

PUCES  OF  EiJTERTAlNI'IEI'Dr . 

Places  of  entertainment,  chiefly  Hotels  and  Inns  were  o.ga.in  visited. 
The  notice  under  Sect,  89  of  the  Act  mentioned  in  ray  last  report  was  complied 
with,  new  laaies*  and  gentlemens*  conveniences  were  put  in  a.t  the  Hotel  concerned. 

SMOIGI  iCBATEi-tFNT . 

Time  smoked  observations  and  visits  to  factory  plants  during  the 
year  did  not^reveal  any  contraventions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  Further  complaints 
of  nuisance  from  lime  burning  were  received.  These  were  referred  to  the  Alkali 
Works  Inspectorate  of  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government, 

Plans  were  deposited  for  the  approval  of  the  height  of  a new 
chimney  under  tho  Cleoii  Air  Tct;  details  of  the  plant,  a siiiall  refuse 
destructor,  were  not  deposited  for  approval,  although  they  were  apparentlv 
quite  satisfactory. 
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NOISE  MISMCE. 

The  passing  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  I96O 
recognises  for  the  first  time  in  any  ena,ctment,  applicable  to 
the  whole  Country,  the  increasing  importance  being  ascribed  to 
the  effect  of  noise  on  health.  Whilst  the  provisions  of  Section 
62  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 

1951  have  for  some  ten  years  brought  noise  within  the  scope  of 
Fart  III  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  section  in  the  Local 
Act  was  open  to  serious  objections  in  procedure  and  difficulty 
of  administration.  The  new  legislation  is,  I believe, 
considerably  improved  but  it  \TOuld  seem  that  this  -"ct  also  leaves 
something  to  bo  desired  from  the  practical  point  of  view| 
however,  only  time  and  practice  can  confirm  this. 

During  I96I  further  complaints  were  received  from 
residents  in  the  Junction  a.rea  of  Crosshills,  of  nuisance 
arising  from  noise  produced  by  two  factories  in  that  District. 

In  one  case,  in  which  an  engineering  factory  was  involved,  the 
nuisance  had  already  been  the  subject  of  successful  High  Court 
action  by  the  residents  themselves,  and  it  would  seem  that  the 
continuance  of  that  action  would  give  a better  chance  of  success 
than  new  action  on  the  part  of  the  Council.  In  making  this 
assertion  I have  in  mind  also  the  fact  that  some  eight  thousand 
pounds  have  already?'  been  spent  by  the  firm  in  attempts  to  abate 
the  nuisance,  and  more  is  being  spent. 

The  second  case  concerns  noise  from  a textile  v;eaving 
factory.  I am  not  satisfied  that  a case  can  be  made  out  for 
action  under  the  iict.  The  attention  of  the  owner/occupiers  of 
the  premises  has  been  drawn  to  the  complaints,  and  some  insulation 
of  the  door  nearest  the  houses  has  been  inserted,  and  insulating 
shutters  for  v/indov7s  have  been  fixed.  The  complaina.nts  have 
stated  that  these  measures  aro  not  adequate,  a.nd  the  nuisance 
still  persists.  The  chief  difficulty  in  this  case  is  that 
it  is  during  the  warm  summer  nights  v/hen  the  noise  gives  most 
offence,  and  to  close  doors  and  ventilation  openings  at  this 
time  has  been  found  to  cause  discomfort  to  the  workers. 

Complaints  were  also  received  from  the  occupier  of 
a cottage-  in  Stirton  concerning  the  proximity  of  a large 
broiler  house  which  had  been  erected  near  the  rear  of  the  house. 
The  complaint  centred  primarily  on  the  noise  missiice  from  six 
electric  fans  used  for  blowing  fresh  air  into  the  broiler  house 
nearest  to  the  cottage.  Representations  were  made  to  the  ovmer 
with  recommendations  for  reducing  the  noise  produced  by  the  fans. 
The  owner  of  the  broiler  house  reduced  the  time  that  the  fans 
operated,  and  no  further  complaints  have  since  been  received 
from  the  residents  in  the  neighbourhood. 

OFiH^NSIVE  TRxiDEo. 


There  are  no  trades  listed  as  offensive  within  the 
District.  There  are,  however,  a tannery,  knackery,  and  maggot 
breeding  establishment.  All  these  wore  operated  without  offence 
being  given  or  nuisance  being  created. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


In  common  v/ith  most  other  Districts  throughout 
the  Country^  the  volume  of  household  refuse  continues  to  increase, 
no  doubt  mainly  because  of  new  building  and  the  extension  of  gas, 
electric  and  oil  heating,  none  of  which  .produce  any  ash  to 
su^.ply  the  denser  constituent  of  household  refuse.  It  is 
estimated’ that  within  the  last  five  years,  the  bulk  of  refuse 
collected  has  increased  by  at  least  255o. 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  increase,  consideration 
was  given  to  the  replacement  of  a side  loading  vehicle  with  a 
greatly  increased  capacity  roar  loader  incorporating  a press 
to  further  reduce  the  bullc.  The  vehicle  decided  upon  was  a 
14  cu.yd.  Shelvoke  & Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicle  with  a 
compression  plate.

The  extension  of  sewerage  systems  throughout  the 
District  has  caused  a further  reduction  in  the  number  of  pail 
closets  to  be  emptied^  although  unfortunately  it  is  unlikely  that 
all  will  ever  be  converted  to  water  closets.  During  the  year, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  renev;  the  body  of  a tumbler  trailer  which 
is  used  for  collection  of  night soil. 


The  market  for  salvaged  waste  paper  continued  to  be 
good  throughout  the  year,  and  the  price  received  was  above  the 
minimum  agreed  between  the  Council  aiid  the  purchasers.  It  v/as 
found  possible  to  sell  heavy  scrap  iron  and  steel  and  non- 
ferrous  metals  with  no  great  difficulty;  the  market  for  light 
scrap  steel  improved. to  a small  extent  although  the  price  was 
poor.  ■ 

The  collection  of  trade  waste,  mainly  paper  and. 
cardboard,  from  most  shops  was  continued  at  the  nominal  charge 
of  10/-  per  annum.  As  previously,  10^^  of  the  value  of  all  salvage 
sold  was  paid  to  all  the  workmen  engaged  in  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse  and  salvage. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  on  the  tips  was  continued 
throughout  the  year  with  great  difficulty.  The  shortage  of 
heavier  constituents  in  the  refuse  and  the  use  of  large  and 
consequently  heavier  vehicles  made  conditions  on  the  tips 
difficult,  at  times  verging  on  the  impossible.  The  Council, 
after  due  consideration,  accepted  the  principle  that  a mechanical 
shovel  be  purchased  for  the  consolidation  and  soiling  over  of  the 
tips.  This  vehicle  is  to  be  used  on  a full  time  basis  on  the 
refuse  tips,  mainly  of  course  at  Cononley,  which  is  the  one  in 
most  common  use.  I am  sure  that  when  a shovel  is  delivered  we 
shall  be  in  a position  to  restore  the  tips  to  their  former 
condition  and  indeed  to  improve  them.  It  is  hoped  that,  as  the 
shovel  v;ill  be  available  at  all  times,  the  weather  will  not 
obstruct  the  tipping  of  soil  as  is  novr  the  case. 
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During  tho  suaaer  months,  a serious  fire  occurred  on 
the  Cononloy  refuse  tip.  The  cause  was  not  clear,  but  it  Qiight 
well  have  been  due  to  hot  ashes  being  tipped  unnoticed,  iramediatoly 
prior  to  a lunch  time;  when  the  attendant  returned  the  whole  tip  was 
ablaze.  Tho  Fire  Service  attended  on  tv;o  occasions,  but  did  not  put 
it  out;  I understand  that  their  instructions  are  to  damp  such  fires 
down  so  that  they  cannot  be  a danger  to  property  or  life,  but 
sufficient  tine  cannot  be  spent  to  put  then  out  completely.  The 
fire  v/as  e^rt ingu ished  finally  by  using  a small  pump  borrowed  frora 
tho  Surveyor’s  Departnont  and  several  lengths  of  second  hand  hose 
pipe,  obtauied  from  the  Fire  Service,  in  which  connection  they  were 
very  co-operative.  Hater  v/as  pumped  from  the  River  lire  over  and 
through  the  tip  for  approximately  36  hours. 

The  bin  loan  scheme  was  continued  throughout  the  year, 
and  a little  income  accrued  from  it.

operate  the  service  properly.  Reluctantly,  the  Council  v/as  compelled  to 
dispense  with  his  services.  His  successor  appointed  was  completely 
untrained,  and  had.  to  be  given  an  insight  into  the  job  by  officials  of 
the  Health  Department  mainlj'',  but  I must  also  acknowledge  tho  help 
received  in  this  connection  from  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer  of  tho 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 
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The  sewer  inainte nance  treatments  and  associated 
surface  disinf estations  were  carried  out  using  sausage  rusk  bait 
base  and  zinc  phovsphide  poison. 

Considerable  time  an.d  effort  was  expended  in  the 
search  for  rats  on  farms  and  agricultural  premises j and  whilst  there 
is  no  rat  population  comparable  with  that  of  an  arable  district, 

I am  sure  that  there  is  a good  dead,  of  scope  for  the  extension  of 
the  service  to  more  agricultural  holdings.  As  soon  as  it  is 
possible  to  arrive  at  average  costs,  I am  convinced  that  to  offer 
the  farmers  annual  contracts  on  a fixed  basis  will  bring  in 
considerably?-  more  business  than  hitherto. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  servo  a notice  under  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  on  the  occupier  of  a farm, 
rec[uiring  him  to  rid  his  premises  of  rats  after  informal  action 
had  proved  unavailing. 


The  use  of  insecticidal  lacquers  for  tho  control 
of  cockroaches  proved  so  effective  that  after  one  application  in 
premises,  no  more  were  seen  there  throughout  the  year. 

There  was  some  slight  recurrence  of  the  fly  nuisance 
in  tho  Junction  district  of  Glusburn  during  the  summer  months. 

Further  investigation  revealed  that  the  spraying  of  the  fowl 
droppings  with  insecticide  haxi  been  neglected  by  the  occupier  of 
a large  poultry  farm  in  the  vicinity,  iifter  the  resumption  of  the 
regular  treatment  of  the  droppings  with  Dieldrin,  the  nuisance 
iJas  again  abo.ted.

(a)  Hilk; 


The  saapling  of  ailk  was  continued  on  a siailar  scale  to 
previous  years.  In  most  cases  sampling  was  confined  to  those 
milks  which  were  not  fully  tested  elsev/herc.  /II  samples 
were  given  the  methylene  blue  test  and  the  "ring”  test  for 
the  presence  of  brucella  abortus,  /ill  reports  on  the  methylene 
blue  tests  Wure  forwarded  to  the  Milk  Production  Officer  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  As  in 
former  years  all  milks  which  gave  a positive  reaction  to 
the  "ring"  test  v/ere  given  further  examination  after  culture, 
and  were  also  given  a biological  test.  In  the  case  of  17 
of  the  samples  v;hich  gave  positive  results,  the  presence 
of  live  brucella  was  confirmed  either  by  culture  or  biological 
examination,  and  notices  were  served  under  Section  20  of 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959  on.  the 
producers,  requiring  the  diversion  of  all  the  milk  for 
pasteurisation  until  the  herds  were  found  to  be  free  from 
infection. 

There  were  five  licences  for  dairies  operative  during  the 
year.  Set  out  overleaf  is  a summary  of  milk  samples  taken 
during  the  year. 


(b)  Ice-CroaQo 


There  were  122  retailers  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream,  of  these  one  was  also  registered  as  a manufacturer. 

Sampling  throughout  the  year  was  regular  and  systematic! 
the  results  were  usually  satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  any 
sample  giving  Grade  3 or  4 results,  an  immediate  visit  as 
paid  to  the  premises,  the  retailors  methods  checked 
thoroughly  and  the  ice-cream  resampled. 

The  man'uf actur ing  plant  mentioned  specicRly  in  last 
year’s  report  vjas  operated  v;ithaut  trouble  thi'oughout  the 
year,  and  all  samples  talcen  gave  Grade  1.  results.

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I tGlcphono  conplaint  frora  the  Upper  Wharfedale 
Secondary  Modern  school  was  received  during  Novenber 
concerning  an  unnatural  grey  colour  vdnich  had  developed  in 
a sponge  pudding  nixed  in  the  school  kitchen  that  norning. 

The  vsehool  was  visited  and  sanrjles  of  the  pudding  nix 
and  constituents  exaained.  The  cook  coaplained  that  the 
margarine  sugar  mix  had  been  eictremely  slow  to  cream  in 
the  electric  mixer.  VJhen  mixed  by  hand  in  an  aluminium 
mixing  bo\rl,  the  ''ugar  and  margarine  mix  quickly  turned  a 
dirty  grey  colour.  The  sugar  did  not  cream  in  ;;ith  the 
margarine  and  appeared  to  act  as  aai  abrasive  on  the  bov/1, 

The  cook  explained  that  this  was  a novi/  sack  of  sugar^  and 
a deferent  make  to  that  previouvsly  used.  She  also 
claimed  that  no  trouble  had  previously  been  experienced  in 
creaming  margarine  and  sugar  in  the  electric  mbcer. 

Experiments  v/ere  made  using  different  sugar  and  margarine 
raixes  in  both  the  electric  mixer  and  in  the  aluminium  m being 
bo\/l.  The  sugar  complained  of  seemed  very  coarse  and  abrasive 
a,nd  proved  difficult  to  cream.  A noticeable  grey  discolouration 
occurred  in  the  mix  in  the  aluminium  bowl. 

Samples  of  the  sugar  and  the  various  mixes  v/ero  sent  to 
the  Public  Analyst  for  examination.  The  revsults  of  the 
examinations  proved  the  sugar  and  mixes  to  bo  pure  and 
uncont animated  by  metallic  or  other  contaminants, 

iihilst  the  reports  i/aro  negalivo  the  appoaramace  of  the 
mixes  and  finished  puddings  v/as  somewhat  objectionable  from  an 
asthetic  point  of  viov/,  accordingly  the  cook  v/as  advised  to 
obtain  sugar  of  a finer  graxle  aixl  to  cease  to  use  the  aluminium 
bov/l.  No  further  conplaint  has  since  been  received. 

( d ) SlaughtcrhousGS.. 

Licences  in  respect  of  seven  slaughterhouses  were  renev/ed^ 
and  all  v^rere  in  regula^r  or  intermittent  use  throughout  the 
year.  The  attention  of  licence  holders  v/as  drav/n  to  various 
minor  contra.vent ions  of  the  regulations  nov/  in  force j but 
there  was  a reluctance  to  expend  any  money  during  this  time 
as  either  the  use  of  the  slaughterhouse  v/as  to  be  discontinued 
or  a much  larger  job  undertaken  in  the  near  future. 

The  appointed  day  by  v/hich  all  slaughterhouses  must 
comply  v/ith  all  the  reciuirements  of  the  Slaughterhouse 
(HygienG)Regulat ionsj  195^  and  the  Slaughterhouse  (Prevention 
of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  195S  yas  fixed  at  the  30th  June,  1962. 

ill  animals  knov/n  to  have  been  slaughtered  for  food 
within  the  District  v/ere  inspected  in  some  cases  prior  to  and 
in  all  cases  during  or  after  slaughter.  The  disposal  of 
condemned  meat  v/as,  as  hithei’to,  collected  by  a,n  approved 
mmufacturer  of  neat  and  bone  meal.  As  there  v/ere  no 
facilities  available  at  any  slaughterhouse  for  the  sterilisation 
of  such  meat  it  was  all  coloured  prior  to  collection  and 
steril  isat  ion.

The  percentage  of  those  food  traders  who  had 
installed  sinlcs  and  v/ash  hand  basins  hod  increased  to  over 
90^0  bjr  the  end  of  the  jeex,  L report  was  presented  to  the 
Public  Health  Coai'iiittee  drawing  ineabers'  attention  to  the 
contraventions  remaining.  After  discussion  the  Committee 
felt  that  to  allow  the  few  remaining  trvaders  to  neglect  to 
comply  fully  v;ith  the  Regulations  v;as  unfair  to  their  more 
conscientious  colleagues|  accordingly,  authority  was  given 
to  talce  enforcement  action  under  the  Regulations  as  and 
when  it  became  necessa-ry.  Without  proceeding  immediately 
to  enforcement  action,  the  attention  of  the  shop  keepers 
and.  others  v;ho  had  not  fully  complied  was  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  this  authority  had  been  givenj  this  factor  had  a 
good  effect  in  bringing  more  of  the  recalcitrant  traders 
into  line  and  no  Court  proceedings  had  been  undertaken  a,t 
the  end  of  the  year. 

I am  not  aware  that  any  food  trader  within  the 
District  could  be  considered  to  be  dirty,  but  there  are 
still  several  v/hose  methods  might  well  be  improved.

PUBLIC  SWIMING  BATHS. 

The  two  privately  owned  swmining  baths  mentioned 
in  previous  reports  were  open  to  the  public  during  the  summer 
months.  In  both  cases  the  constant  filtration  and  sterilisation 
plants  were  used  throughout  the  time  the  baths  were  open  and 
most  of  the  results  were  completely  satisfactory.  In  the  few 
cases  where  the  total  bacteria  was  rather  higher  than  is 
considered  desirable,  back  flushing  the  filters  corrected  the 
defect.  Tests  for  the  determination  of  the  clilorine  content 
were  also  carried  out  on  most  occasions  when  the  water  was 
sampled. 


The  snail  baths  at  schools  in  the  District  were 
open  to  the  scholars  only  during  the  summer,  and  the  water  in 
these  was  also  sampled.  In  those  two  cases  the  water  which  is 
from  public  supplies  was  changed  frequently,  and  sterilized 
daily  by  hand.

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1.  GEIERAL  DESGRlrTION. 

Details  of  the  populations  and  acreages  of  the  eight 
districts  have  already  been  given  in  Section  A.  Of  these 
districts  the  whole  of  one  (Sedbergh),  and  considerable 
portions  of  two  (Settle  and  Skipton  R,D)  come  within  the 
Yorkshire  Doles  National  Park.  This  is  an  extensive  area 
of  beautiful  and  relatively  wild  country  in  which  the  average 
number  of  persons  por  square  inD.e  is  34»>  compared  v/ith  an 
average  for  the  Administrative  County  of  64O.  Agriculture 
is  the  staple  occupation  in  this  area,  with  quarrying  and 
limestone  burning,  and  a few  small  mills  as  subsidiary 
industries.  The  remainder  of  the  Division  has  been  termed 
the  Lower  Dales  area,  with  much  good  farming  land,  and  a 
variety  of  industries  in  the  towns  and  larger  villages  in 
which  textiles  predominate.  In  the  Bowland  district  State 
Forests  have  been  established  over  quite  an  extensive  area, 
but  not  elsewhere. 

The  employment  situation  has  generally  been  satisfactory, 
with  unemployment  again  well  below  the  national  average,  and 
room  for  the  employment  of  aliens  in  hospitals,  textiles  and 
quarries. 

As  regards  the  climate,  the  wet  summer  made  things 
difficult  for  the  outdoor  workers,  especially  for  the  upland 
farmers  with  their  later  haytime.  But  it  was  preceded  by  a 
mild  V7 inter  and  followed  by  an  autumn  which  produced  plenty 
of  grass. 

2.  HEALTH  CENTRES. 

The  provision  of  health  centres  was  a matter  which 
received  a great  deal  of  support  up  to  194S.>  and  they  were 
regarded  as  lilcely  to  be  one  of  the  more  important  benefits 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  In  the  event  very  few 
have  come  into  operation,  although  the  idea  would  appear  to 
have  gained  acceptance  in  the  development  of  group  practices, 
which  the  Exchequer  has  no  doubt  found  to  be  a cheaper  method, 
by  financing  the  Group  Practice  Loans  Fund.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
there  are  very  many  doctors  who  are  still  opposed  to  working 
in  health  centres  and  believing,  rightly  or  lArrongly,  that  it 
is  not  conducive  to  the  best  doctor-patient  relationship. 

They  prefer  to  v;ork  from  their  Surgeries  and  claim  that  with 
secretarial  assistance  and  suppbrt  from  the  health  visitors, 
home  nurses  and  midwives,  that  "the  service  is  more  acceptable 
and  the  results  equally  good. 

This  is  an  appropriate  place  in  which  to  comment  on  two 
projects  which  have  been  mentioned  in  several  previous  reports. 
The  first  is  the  development  at  ’Overdale',  Settle.  No  progress 
has  been  made  during  the  past  year,  and  in  the  four  years  which 
have  elapsed  since  the  project  was  first  discussed  there  have 
been  developments  in  the  National  Health  Service  which  will  now 
have  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 

The  other  project  is  the  raulth-clinic  for  Skipton.  A 
good  site  has  now  been  found  and  the  preliminary  plans  were 
under  discussion  at  the  end  of  the  year.

• MIDWIFEB.Y  SERVICES. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Health 
ikithority  to  provide  laidwives  for  those  mothers  who  have  their 
babies  at  home.  In  this  Division  only  one  full-time  midwife 
was  employed,  in  the  VIest  Craven  area.  Elsewhere  this  work  was 
undertaken  by  the  homo  nurse/midwives.  During  the  year  these 
midwives  attended  198  confinements.  That  is  16  per  cent  of  the 
total  births  and  again  well  belov;  the  national  average.  The 
family  doctors  are  also  ’booked’  to  attend  the  home  confinements 
and  were  present  on  89  occasions. 

There  were  two  maternal,  deaths  during  the  year, 
one  following  a routine  Caesarean  Section  and  the  other  after  an 
instrumental  delivery.  Neither  of  these  deaths  x^ras  e2<pected 
or  could  have  been  anticipatedi  which  lends  point  to  remarks 
made  in  the  Report  for  I96I  on  the  false  sense  of  security  which 
exists  amongst  members  of  both  medical  and  nursing  professions 
as  a consequence  of  the  steep  fall  in  maternal  deaths  in  the  past 
30  years. 


In  the  Reports  for  i960  and  1959  reference  was  made 
to  the  recomm.endations  of  the  Cranbrook  Committee  whereby  the 
responsibility  for  ante-natal  care  was  to  be  transferred  from  such 
clinics  as  still  existed  to  the  family  doctors,  and  duplication 
of  advice  and  treatment  thereby  avoided.  The  small  clinics  at 
Crosshills  and  Barnoldswick  were  closed  during  the  year,  in 
pursuance  of  that  policy.  Midwives  sessions  were  provided  as 
an  alternative,  along  with  classes  for  mothercraft  and  relaxation 
exercises.  These  classes  are  also  organised  at  four  other 
clinics.

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4.  CHILD  WEUiiRE. 

This  embraces  the  care  of  the  baby  by  the  midwife  to 
the  fourteenth  day,  and  thereafter  by  the  health  visitor 
until  the  child  reaches  school  age.  Or  from  the  tenth  day 
where  babies  are  born  in  hospital.  Visiting  is  on  a selective 
basis  particular  emphasis  being  given  to  babies  v/ho  are  not 
thriving,  or  where  care  is  inadequate  in  one  or  more  respects. 

(a)  Clinic  Services. 


No  alterations  were  mode  in  the  clinic  arrangements 
during  the  year.  Attendances  were  mch  the  same  as  they  have 
been  over  the  past  fev/  years,  although  they  vary  considerably 
with  the  birth  rates  in  the  smaller  villages.  They  vrere  as

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(b)  Premature  Births. 

Premature  babies  are  those  weighing  5'^  pounds  or  less 
at  birth,  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation.  During 
the  year  70  prematures  were  born,  64  in  hospital  and  6 at 
home.  There  is  a specially  equipped  and  staffed  unit  at 
the  Bradford  Children's  Hospital  to  which  prematures  can  be 
transferred  if  it  is  considered  necessary. 

(c)  Nurseries. 

There  is  one  day  nursery  in  the  Division,  recently 
opened  by  a firm  of  textile  manufacturers  in  an  attempt  to 
obtain  additional  experienced  female  staff.  It  is  visited 
periodically  by  a doctor  and  a health  visitor, 

(d)  The  Nursery  and  Child  Minders  (Regulation)  Act,  1948. 

Urider  this  Act  registration  and.  approval  of  hones  is 
required  where  three  or  more  chD-dren  under  five  years  of  age 
are  received  to  be  looked  after  for  a day  or  a substantial 
part  of  a day,,  or  for  any  longer  period,  not  exceeding  six 
days.  There  are  two  such  hones  in  the  Division.  Both  are 
of  a satisfactory  standard. 

(e)  Unmarried  Parenthood. 

There  were  41  illegitimate  births  during  the  year,  and 
the  services  of  the  department  were  requested  on  10  occasions. 
The  County  Council  provided  financial  assistance  in  10  cases 
v;hich  were  admitted  to  Hones  administered  by  i'loral  Welfare 
Associations.  We  are  also  indebted  to  these  Associations 
for  their  help  and  support  in  a number  of  other  cases. 

(f)  Phenylketonur ia. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  last  Report  to  this  rare, 
inherited,  metabolic  disease  which,  if  undiscovered  and  un- 
treated can  give  rise  to  mental  defect.  It  can  be  discovered 
by  testing  the  urine  of  babies  and  the  case  found  in  I96O 
has  made  very  satisfactory  progress  under  strict  dietary  control. 
No  cases  came  to  light  in  I96I.,  which  is  not  surprising  when 
it  is  estimated  that  probably  not  more  than  20  to  40  cases 
occur  annually  in  Great  Britain. 

5.  HOME  imCING. 


The  home  nursing  service  has  operated  under  difficulties 
for  most  of  the  year  due  to  shortage  of  staff,  absences  through 
illness,  and  attendances  at  refresher  courses.  Some  part-time 
help  was  recruited  to  meet  these  deficiencies,  and  it  is  lilcely 
that  increasing  use  will  have  to  be  made  of  part-time  nurses  in 
those  parts  of  the  Division  where  their  employment  is  practicable. 
But  it  will  not  be  easy  to  arrange  as  the  majority  of  our  home 
nurses  also  undertake  midwifery.

6.  HEALTH  VISITING . 

This  service  has  also  been  working  under  diff  icult ies^ 
for  the  establishment  has  never  been  full,  and  three  health 
visitors  were  on  sick  leave  for  long  periods.  Two  former 
members  of  the  staff  returned  to  give  part-time  help,  but  it 
has  been  a case  of  doing  the  essentials  and  Iccaving  out  many 
things  which  the  health  visiting  staff  should  now  be  under- 
taking. 

In  the  last  Report  attention  was  drawn  to  the  training 
of  medical  and  nursing  staff  in  the  ascertainment  of  deafness 
in  young  children,  second  health  visitor  has  been  trained 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  for  the  Deaf,  Manchester 
University,  and  we  are  now  in  a position  to  test  the  hearing 
of  these  children  with  particular  reference  to  the  vulnerable 
groups.  Furthermore,  if  response  to  these  tests  is  unsatisfactory 
children  can  now  be  transferred  to  a special  audiology  clinic 
which  the  County  Council  has  established  at  Horsforth. 

The  arrangement  whereby  one  health  visitor  submits 
reports  on  patients  recommended  for  admission  to  hospitals  for 
the  chronic  sick  has  continued,  and  during  the  year  she 
submitted  I56  reports  to  the  Hospital  i'4anagement  Committee. 

She  also  arranged  for  22  admissions  to  "holiday  beds”  - i.e. 
an  admission  for  two  or  three  vreeks  to  enable  relatives  of  the 
patient  to  get  a respite  or  a holiday. 

In  some  places  increasing  emphasis  is  being  placed  on 
liaison  between  the  health  visitors  and  family  doctors.  This  is 
something  which  has  been  kept  in  mind,  but  shortages  of  staff, 
chariges  of  staff,  and  the  location  of  the  doctors  has  prohibited 
any  particular  development.  But  it  is  really  only  a question 
of  providing  a meeting  place  for  discussion  and  the  exchange  of 
information,  which  is  already  available  at  those  child  welfare 
clinics  already  stai'fed  by  general  medical  practitioners. 

The  health  visitors  have  continued  attendance  at  the 
conferences  organised  by  the  psychiatrist  in  charge  of  the 
Child  Guidance  Clinicj  and  of  course  continued  with  their  duties 
as  clinic  nurses,  school  nurses,  and  tuberculosis  visitors. 
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It  is  particularly  difficult  to  sunnariso  all 
the  health  education  and  medico- soci.al  work  undertalcen  by 
the  health  visitors,  but  the  following  statistics  are  available

HOMS  HELP  SERVICE. 


There  continues  to  be  a steady  increase  in  the 
denand  for  home  helps,  and  difficulty  in  meeting  all  demands  for 
the  service.  In  fact,  most  weeks  it  has  been  impossible  to  do  so, 
and  the  services  available  have  had  to  be  rationed,  or  even 
limited  to  those  in  greatest  need.  Recruitment  has  never  been 
easy  in  a district  where  there  is  continual  competition  from 
industryi  and  under  the  system  operated  by  the  Hest  Riding 
whereby  all  the  administration  is  carried  out  by  two  clerks  and 
the  public  health  nursing  staff  without  any  assistance  in  the 
v/ay  of  an  organiser, supervisor,  or  training  courses.  Despite 
these  difficulties  a great  deal  of  good  work  has  been  done  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  117  home  helps  were  attending  375  households 
for  varying  periods  each  week.

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8.  MEIJIAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  attention  was  drawn  to 
the  enlightened  thinlcing  and  forward  trends  which  culminated 
in  the  Mental  Health  /ct,  1959*  As  this  fct  cane  finaJ.ly  into 
force  in  November,  I960  it  is  opportune  to  review  the  more 
important  provisions  and  developments.  Starting  with  the 
hospitals,  these  are  becoming  preponderantly  places  of  remedy 
rather  than  of  custody.  With  modern  methods  of  treatment, 

(e.g.,  electro-convulsive  therapy,  insulin,  and  tranquil isers) 
they  are  able  to  discharge  well  over  60  per  cent  of  admissions 
in  three  months,  and  80  per  cent  in  six  months.  The  long  stay 
patients  will,  in  future,  be  very  much  fewer  and  the  number  of 
beds  required  is  lilcely  to  show  a substantial  decline.  Some 
mental  hospitals,  such  as  Lancaster  Moor,  have  already  been 
able  to  release  a good  number  of  beds  for  other  purposes. 

V.Tiilst  this  reduction  in  demand  for  beds  has  been  largely  the 
result  of  earlier  admissions  and  modern  treatment,  the  develop- 
ment of  out-patient  clinics  and  community  care  have  also  helped. 
The  local  health  authority  has  a special  interest  and 
responsibility  in  this  field,  and  three  mental  welfare  officers 
ha.ve  been  employed  in  the  Division  since  i^pril,  I96I.  They 
have  established  good  relations  with  the  hospital  staffs  and 
family  doctors  in  a very  short  time,  and  their  case  loads  have 
built  up  rapidly.  They  have  been  responsible  for  75  admissions 
to  hospital,  of  which  about  half  wore  on  an  informal  basis, 

(i.e.,  without  having  recourse  to  statutory  action  and  compulsion). 
They  have  also  dealt  with  6l  requests  for  the  after-care  of 
patients  being  discharged  from  hospital,  and  have  had  26 
patients  referred  for  pre-care  either  by  psychiatrists  or 
family  doctors.  In  addition,  each  officer  has  the  supervision 
of  the  mentally  subnormal  patients  in  his  area|  this  being 
almost  the  only  type  of  work  undertaken  in  this  Division  up 
to  the  beginning  of  the  yeai*. 

The  future  demands  for  hospital  beds  for  the  mentally 
subnormal  - (mental  defectives?,  imbeciles,  and  idiots  under 
the  old  terminology)  - are  much  less  certain.  For  although 
advances  in  Medicine  can  prolong  the  lives  of  these 
unfoi*tunato  patients  it  can  do  little  else  for  them  at  present. 

We  can,  therefore,  reckon  on  an  increase  in  their  numbers, 
short  of  some  medico2  ”brealc  tlirough'*  on  this  front  - which 
seems  unlikely  at  present,  /ilong  with  this  there  is  an 
increasing  confidence  in  the  ability  of  hospitals  to  give 
liumane  and  beneficial  care  and  parents  are,  therefore,  less 
reluctant  to  let  their  children  go  there.  Once  admitted  the 
majority  are  IMcely  to  be  there  until  they  die,  for  in  these 
days  of  full  employment,  and  better  training  facilities  and 
opportunities  for  the  higher  grade  pafients,  it  is  mainly  the 
low  grade  who  need  permanent  hospital  care. 

For  those  children  and  adolescents  able  to  benefit 
the  small  group  training  centres  at  Skipton,  Settle  and 
Bentham  have  been  open  on  throe  days  ec.ch  week.  And  transport 
(with  an  escort)  has  been  provided  for  up  to  eight  patients 
who  attend  the  Koighley  Occupation  Centre  on  five  days  each 
week. 
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It  is  the  intention  to  provide  an  Occupation 
Centre  in  Skipton,  and  a sinall  hostel  to  accoinuiodate  patients 
on  a Konday-to-Fr iday  basis.  But  there  has  been  great  difficulty 
in  finding  a suita.ble  site,  and  negotiations  were  still  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Until  a hostel  is  available  one  of  the  teachers 
continues  to  visit  ten  patients  in  their  own  homes,  although  this 
is  a poor  substitute  for  proper  training  and  occupation. 
Consideration  has  also  been  given  to  the  establishment  of  a. 
psychiatric  social  club,  but  in  view  of  the  distances  and 
tre.velling  difficulties  in  this  type  of  Division  it  was  thought 
best  to  defer  the  matter  for  a year  or  tv/o. 

A summary  of  this  section  might  be  as  follows;- 

An  encouraging  start  has  been  made  in  the  wider 
fields  of  mental  health,  and  the  three  mental  v/elfare  officers 
very  fully  occupied.  But  there  are  two  factors,  the  Lnfluence 
of  v;hich  cannot  be  foreseen.  The  first  is  the  attitude  of  the 
public,  for  much  will  depend  on  how  far  it  is  prepared  to  accept 
precariously  adjusted  and  eccentric  individuals.  The  second 
factor  is  economic,  as  personal  insecurity,  (particularly  financial 
stress)  is  a potent  cause  of  bredcdov/n.  And  a trade  recession 
v7ould  almost  certainly  lead  to  the  return  to  hospital  of  many  of 
those  now  working  in  the  community,  unless  prompt  and  efficient 
social  first  aid  could  be  given.  This  applies  with  equal  force 
to  the  mentally  subnormal. 

9 • V^CCnkyriON  iATP  IMaUNUATION. 

Although  most  people  are  a,ws,re  of  the  benefits 
conferred  by  immunisation  they  are  liable  to  forget  them  until 
forcibly  reminded  by  cases,  outbreodcs  or  dea,ths.  It  might, 
therefore,  be  as  well  to  summarise  the  position  before  giving 
the  statistics,  for  they  are  all  too  low  when  compared  with 
the  population  at  risk. 


As  regards  diphtheria,  a child  vrho  has  been 
immunised  against  this  disease  is  most  unlikely  to  contract  it. 

If  he  does  it  is  almost  certain  he  v/ill  not  die  from  it. 

Whooping  cough  is  not  the  "killer'*  it  was,  but  can  still  be 
a severe  illness  with  chest  complications  and  sequelae. 

Vaccination  is,  therefore,  well  worthwhile. 

Tetanus  (or  Lock-jaw)  is  comparatively  rare, 
but  can  be  largely  prevented  by  immunisation!  and  that  is  easily 
done  by  combining  the  tetanus,  diphtheria  and  whooping  immunisations 
in  the  one  "shot",  of  x^hich  three  are  required  at  cin  interval  of 
four  to  siic  weeks. 

The  Salk  vaccine  has  given  good  protection 
against  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  but  by  the  time  this  report  is 
in  print  it  will  likely  have  been  superseded  by  the  Sabin  oral 
vaccine,  x^hich  is  easier  to  administer  and  equally  effective. 
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Snallpox  is  perhaps  the  uoot  preventable  of 
diseases.  Yet  the  outbreal^s  early  in  I962  produced  near 
panic  in  many  places,  such  was  the  fear  of  the  unvaccinated. 

Lastly,  until  pulQonary  tuberculosis  is 
eradicated  B.C.G.  vaccination  will  provide  a considerable 
aeasure  of  protection  to  the  adolescents,  and  they  should 
accept  it.

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10.  UNSAT  ISFnGT  ORY  FAMILIES . 

Nine  meetings  of  the  Go-ordinat ing  Goaaittee  were  held 
during  the  year,  with  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  as 
chairman.  They  v;ere  again  held  on  an  area  basis  to  permit 
full  discussion,  and  to  ensure  that  all  the  officials  concerned 
were  able  to  attend.  At  these  meetings  69  families  x/ere 
discussed,  but  only  a minority  were  regarded  as  problem 
families  when  judged  by  the  usual  criteria.  The  majority 
comprised  families  in  arrocars  of  rent  by  reason  of  financial 
mismanagement  and  threatened  with  eviction.  The  threat  was 
usually  sufficient,  but  in  one  persistent  case  it  was  actually 
enforced.  Of  the  real  problem  families,  several  have  been 
under  review  for  years,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
prevent  their  break-up,  despite  our  inadequate  resources  for 
dealing  with  them. 

The  best  results  in  this  field  ore  achieved  by  the 
Family  Service  Units,  but  they  are  fevf  in  number  and  have 
difficulty  in  recruiting  suitable  staff.  there  is  no 
prospect  of  engaging  such  a unit  in  this  Division,  or  of 
obtaining  specially  qurolified  home  helps,  the  meetings  of 
the  Go-ordinat  Lag  Gommitteo  axe  important  j vihether  they  be 
the  formal  ones  or  those  arranged  more  frequently  to  discuss 
a par’ticular  family.  There  was  one  instance  of  the  brealcing- 
up  of  a family  unit  during  the  year,  vjhere  parental  care  was 
persistently  unsatisfactory  and  the  N.S.P.G.G,  Inspector 
eventually  removed  the  two  children  to  the  care  of  the 
Authority.  It  is  likely  that  these  children  will  remain 
•in  care’  for  years,  for  irresponsible  parents  will  not 
accept  guidance  readily  once  their  children  have  been  taken 
off  their  hands,  and  the  longer  they  are  away  the  more  difficult 
it  becomes.  ^YLso,  if  their  home  is  broken  up  as  well,  it  may 
be  a very  long  time  before  they  have  the  ability,  the  will,  and 
the  money  to  ro-estohlish  it.  Meanwhile  their  children  have 
to  bo  kept  in  children’s  homes  or  foster  homes  for  which  the 
weekly  costs  in  1959  - 60  were  given  as  £8,  11.  and 
£2.  2.  2d.  respectively.  As  over  60,000  children  are  in 
care  in  this  country  the  total  cost  is  enormous j particularly 
as  the  parents  average  weekly  contribution  is  only  about 
five  shillings. 
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11.  WEI^AEE  OF'  THE  AGED. 


jH-though  a good  deal  has  been  in^itten  about  this 
subject  in  recent  Annual  Reports  the  view  is  held  that  it  is 
still  not  receiving  the  attention  it  merits  despite  increasing 
interest  at  r.ianj  levels  and  in  various  places.  Ilor  is  the 
co-ordination  between  the  many  services  concerned  with  the 
welfare  of  the  aged  anything  lilce  what  it  should  be.  On  the 
credit  side  there  are  a few  items,  of  vxhich  the  most  important 
is  house  building.  In  ten  years  the  building  of  accommodation 
for  the  aged  has  risen  from  7 to  29  per  cent.  In  many  cases  a 
warden  service  is  also  being  provided.  Welfare  homes  are  also 
being  provided  at  the  rate  of  3,000  additional  places  every 
year.  Meals-on-hTieels  are  being  distributed  in  more  towns  and 
villages,  more  home  helps  are  available  and  a chiropody  service 
has  been  provided.  Some  authorities  have  organised  sitters- in, 
night  care,  and  laundry  services. 

But  the  number  of  persons  in  England  and  Wales  aged 
65  years  and  over  is  now  approaching  six  millions,  and  is 
increasing  every  year.  In  I965  they  will  comprise  15  per  cent 
of  the  populationi  in  1975  it  will  be  18  per  cent.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  adequate  arrangements  exivst,  or  v;ill  become 
available  for  the  elderly  i>rho  are  in  particular  need. 

One  of  their  obvious  needs  is  treatment  in  hospital. 
The  hospital  policy  at  present  is  to  provide  accommodation 
for  those  in  need  of  active  treatment  and  niursing  care. 

They  reject  their  traditional  function  of  custodial  care,  but 
in  practice  they  are  being  obliged  to  accept  it  because  many 
pa.tients  are  unfit  to  go  home  and  live  alone,  and  cannot  be 
admitted  to  welfare  hostels  because  of  the  long  waiting  lists. 
Hospital  beds  are  thus  blocked,  and  patients  in  real  need  of 
beds  may  have  to  remain  at  home.  This  throws  a strain  on 
the  family  and  other  services,  and  leads  to  criticism. 

The  basic  defect  in  our  care  of  the  elderly  is  that 
too  many  people  are  responsible  for  it  - e.g. , hospitals, 
welfare  homes,  family  doctors,  housing  authorities,  voluntary 
services,  and  the  many  social  agencies  operated  by  the  health 
and  welfare  departments.  This  defect  v;ill  persist  until 
there  is  an  '-all  purpose”  health  authority  for  each  area,  and 
controlling  all  these  services.  Until  that  day  arrives 
experience  elsewhere  has  shown  the  great  benefits  which  derive 
from  - (a)  combining  health  arid  vjelfare  departments  in  one 
servicej  and  (b)  appointing  medical  specialists  for  the  care 
of  the  agt5d  with  responsibilities  in  hospitals,  welfare  homes 
and  the  community. 
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12.  PKEVEM^ION  OF  ILLNESS  ..  GilRE  km  AFTEIUCAPE. 


The  prevention  of  illnese  is  very  ran.ch  a matter 
of  health  educationj  and  it  must  be  admitted  that  progress 
is  very  slow.  One  of  our  handicaps  is  that  neither  health 
visitors  nor  doctoishave  sufficient  time  to  devote  to  the 
subject  I another  is  the  dijCficulty  of  collecting  sizeohle 
audiences  in  vi].lages  and  small  towns.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
being  pursued  at  the  clinics  with  the  aid  of  film  strips, 
posters,  leaflets,  etc.  And  the  radio,  television,  nexsrspapers 
and  magaz.ines  are  in  many  vrays  playing  a useful  part.  In  other 
ways  they  are  not,  for  this  year  22,000  people  will  die  from 
lung  cancer,  and  17,000  from  chronic  bronchitis  in  England 
and  Ncilos.  There  is  no  doubt  about  the  association  betv/ocn 
these  conditions  and  tobacco  smoking,  yet  some  £20  millions 
are  being  spent 'every  year  on  commercial,  propaganda  designed 
to  malce  people  start  smoking  and  then  keep  them  smoking. 

For  the  Governraent  to  condone  this  colossal  expenditure 
on  advertising  by  asserting  that  the  facts  are  well  known 
and  the  choice  is  up  to  the  individual  hardly  makes  sense. 

With  regard  to  after-care,  good  use  has  again 
been  made  of  the  equipment  held  by  the  home  nurses,  and  of 
the  larger  items  supplied  through  the  health  office.  Another 
item  of  supply  much  in  demand  during  the  year  has  been 
incontinent  pads  which  have  proved  most  helpful  in  nursing 
patients  at  home,  and  v;hich  are  something  of  a substitute 
for  a homo  laundry  service. 

The  Chiropody  Service  has  been  very  popular, 
and  thanks  to  the  seven  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committees  and 
the  seventeen  chiropodists  a good  service  has  been  provided 
for  the  whole  of  the  Division.  At  the  end  of  the  year  3,068 
patients  were  receiving  trea.tmcnt  compared  with  2,542  in 
December,  I960. 

Convalescent  Home  treatment  has  been  provided 
for  a number  of  patients  on  the  recommendation  of  their 
doctor,  and  free  milk  to  patients  with  active  tuberculosis 
on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician.  Reference  has  already 
been  made  to  liaison  with  the  hospitals,  and  in  particular 
the  supply  of  reports  on  applications  for  admission  to  chronic 
sick  units. 

13.  nursing  HOrlES. 


There  is  only  one  nursing  home  in  the  Division. 
It  has  ten  beds,  three  of  which  are  registered  for  maternity 
cases  but  used  infrequently.  It  is  inspected  periodically 
under  the  terms  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

The  cover  given  is  that  in  general  use,  but 
alterations  r.iay  be  made  depending  on  the  type  of  patient, 

(e.g.,  out-patient,  emergency),  the  destination  of  the  patient, 
and  inter-depot  co-ordination  of  calls. 

All  Ambulances  are  now  fitted  with  radio  communication 
equipment  and  when  out  on  jerurneys  may  be  contacted  through  a 
base  radio  transmitter  at  Giggleswick  which  is  connected  by 
private  telephone  lines  to  Barnoldswick,  Settle  and  Skipton 
Ambulance  Stations.  This  principle  of  direct  comaiunicat ion 
between  a driver  and  his  Ambulance  Station  adds  greatly  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  Ambulanco  Service  in  that  he  can  be  directed 
from  place  to  place  without  having  to  return  to  his  Station, 
thus  saving  considerable  time  and  mileage.  It  is  invaluable  in 
the  case  of  major  incidents  and  also  in  the  case  of  accidents  on 
the  road,  as  Hospitals  can  be  warned  over  the  network  to  be 
prepared  to  accept  casualties.  This  latter  is  of  particular 
benefit  to  the  seriously  injured. 
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A Mobile  Mountain  Rescuo  Unit  is  held  at 
Settle  Ambulance  Station  for  use  in  the  more  remote  rural 
districts  where  it  would  be  impossible  to  send  a standard 
Ambulance,  This  vehicle  is  invaluable  in  periods  of  snow  to 
remove  patients  from  remote  farmsteads. 

It  is  fitted  with  additional  specioJ.  radio 
equipment  for  establishing  local  com'Uunicat ions  and  linking 
to  the  mains  radio  network  from  isolated  major  incidents  or 
pot-hole  rescues. 


15.  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


The  primary  tasks  of  this  Service  are  the 
study  ojid  care  of  children  v;ho  are  not  thriving,  or  are 
handicapped,  or  are  not  mdcing  satisfactory  progress  in  school. 
It  is,  and  always  was,  a preventive  service. 

Traditionally  this  is  done  by  routine  medical 
examinations,  of  v;hich  the  ’entrant’  and  ’leaver’  are 
the  important  ones.  There  are  some  who  hold  that  in  our 
society  of  to-day  additional  examinations  are  not  worth  the 
time  involved,  and  some  authorities  are  replacing  these  v/ith 
more  frequent  visits  to  the  schools  to  see  children  to  whom 
attention  has  been  drawn  by  the  parent,  the  teacher,  or  the 
school  nurse.  There  are  others  who  argue  that  this  is  a small 
responsibility  because  the  school  doctors  do  not  ’treat' 
children  or  their  parents.  But  in  point  of  fact  the  giving  of 
advice  and  guidance  is,  or  should  be,  more  important  than  giving 
out  bottles  of  medic ine|  and  even  in  general  practice,  more  than 
half  the  patients  receive  this  form  of  "treatment"  rather 
than  a prescription  or  a certificate.  The  work  in  those 
separate  fields  is,  therefore,  much  closer  than  is  generally 
appreciated,  and  so  far*  as  this  Division  is  concerned  the 
co-operation  with  fam0.y  doctors  and  hospital  consultants  is 
very  satisfactory. 


The  results  of  the  periodic  medical  inspections 
are  given  in  the  following  tables,  but  it  is  perhaps  worth 
mentioning  in  these  introductory  remarks  that  the  new  treatment 
for  bed-wetting  has  been  continued.  Sight  of  the  electrically 
operated  enuresis  alarms  have  been  in  use  and  have  again  met 
with  considerable  success  in  dealing  with  this  difficult  social 
problem. 


(e)  GlLnic  Arrangements. 


Staff  shortages  and  other  commitments  still 
preclude  the  re~establishment  of  our  three  school  clinics, 
but  children  are  seen  by  appointment  at  the  chiJ.d  welfare 
clinics  when  it  is  necessary. 

Children  four^d  to  have  defects  of  vision  attend 
clinics  at  Skipton,  Barnolclswick,  Settle,  Sedbergh,  Ingleton 
and  Cl it hero e,  and  are  examined  and  re-examined,  by  one  of 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board’s  ophthalmologists.  During 
the  year  he  saw  o75  children. 

The  ChD.d  Guidance  Clinic  was  open  on  Mondays 
throughout  the  yeox,  and  Dr,  Burbury  saw  13  children  and 
their  parents,  5 of  these  were  children  which  continued 
under  treatment  from  i960.  This  may  seem  a smell  number, 
but  it  will  be  appreciated  that  many  of  these  children 
require  prolonged  treatment.  In  the  Underwood  Committee 
Report  on  this  vsubject  it  was  stated  that  - "There  has  never 
been  an  age  in  which  more  was  known  about  children,  but 
equally  true  that  there  has  never  been  an  age  in  which  parent 
had  loss  confidence  in  their  pow'ers  to  handle  children". 

The  Speech  Therapy  Clinics  have  been  continued 
under  Mrs,  Harrison  with  a total  of  389  sessions  to  cover 
98  cases  carried  over  from  i960  and  49  new  cases, 

(f)  HiLHDIC.&PPED  PUPILS. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Education  Aithority 
to  ascertain  those  children  who,  by  reason  of  disability 
of  body  or  mind,  require  special  education  treatment | and 
to  raalcG  provision  for  the  specie!  education  recommended  by 
the  medical  officers.  Such  children  are  called  Hand.icapped 
Pupils,  and  an  increasing  number  are  attending  day  special 
schools.  But  in  a Division  where  much  of  the  population  is 
scattered  over  a wide  area  arrangements  have  uaially  to  be 
made  for  handicapped  pupils  to  attend  residential  special 
schools.

All  school  leavers  were  examined  during  the  year,  and 
confidential  reports  submitted  to  the  Youth  Employment  Officer 
vHiere  they  v/ere  indicated. 

(j)  CIEAHLINEOS . 

The  health  visitors/school  nurses  undertaJie  the  ojcrm inat ion 
of  childrens  heads  for  infestation  with  vermin.  During  the 
year  12,102  examinations  were  made  and  25S  children  found  to 
require  treatment.  Special  combs  and  head  lotions  are 
available  when  the  infestation  is  severe  or  persistent. 

(k)  mmiiL  SERVICE. 


In  last  year’s  Report  it  was  stated  that  this  service 
had  reached  its  lowest  ebb  with  only  one  full  time  dental 
officer  employed.  However,  two  more  v/ere  reciniitcd  dui'ing 
the  3''ear,  and  it  becaime  possible  to  use  the  tv/o  caravans 
whicVi  make  such  an  important  contribution  to  the  dental  care 
of  children  in  the  rurcl  areas.

16.  FELFi^E  FOODS  SERVICE. 

TliG  d Lstr Lbat ion  of  welfare  foods,  other  than  liquid 
inilk,  continiios  to  bo  the  responsibility  of  the  local  health 
authority. 

In  this  Division  they  are  available  at  the  Skipton  and 
Settle  Health  Offices,  the  child  vxelfare  clinics,  and  tiirough 
a nuaber  of  voluntary  agencies  in  the  more  isolated  villages. 

The  amounts  distributed  were  6,637  tins  of  National 
Dried  Milk,  20,581  bottles  of  Orange  Juice,  3,731  bottles 
of  God  Liver  Oil,  and  2,958  packets  of  vitamin  tablets. 

Those  distribution  figures  show  a considerable  reduction 
on  the  i960  figures,  following  the  introduction  of  the 
Welfare  Foods  (Amendment)  Ordbrs  on  1st  June,  I96I.  Under 
these  Orders  vitamin  supplements  are  sold  at  prices  vdiich 
cover  their  cost  to  the  Government,  for  the  use  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers,  children  up  to  the  age  of  five  years, 
and  one  month  and  handicapped  children.  The  costs  arc  at 
present

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At  the  end  of  the  year  there  v/ere  four 
vacancies  in  the  Divisional  establishaent  - two  for  health 
; isitor/school  nurses,  and  two  for  home  nurse/m  id  wives. 

This  is  the  largest  number  since  the  advent  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  in  194^.,  when  the  home  nursing  services 
were  taken  over  by  the  County  Council.  As  there  has  also 
been  a good  deal  of  absence  through  sickness,  and  attendance 
at  refresher  courses,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  provide 
anything  like  a full  service  despite  such  part-time  assistance 
as  could  be  found..  Moreover,  the  position  is  lil^ely  to  get 
worse  as  several  nurses  are  eligible  for  retirement,  aud  all 
home  nurses  and  rnidwives  aJ?o  now  entitled  to  six  weeks  holiday 
per  year.  The  particular  difficulties  in  this  Division  are 
that  a combination  of  home  nursing  and  midv/ifery  is  the  oily 
practical  arrangement  in  most  areas:  that  full  time  work  is 
usually  necessary^  and  a car  driving  licence  essential. 

Staff  conferences  were  held  in  Skipton  and 
Settle  on  a number  of  occasions  to  discuss  administrative  and 
professional  matters.  These  are  regarded  as  important  in  a 
large  Division  where  many  of  the  staff  work  in  isolation  and 
meet  infrequently. 

We  have  again  had  a number  of  visitors  - e.g. , 
student  health  visitors,  nurses  in  training  etc.,  and  have 
been  pleased  to  give  them  either  instruction  or  facilities  for 
studying  our  work. 


The  clerical  staff  were  very  fully  occupied 
throughout  the  year,  and  some  overtime  irarking  was  necessary. 
A fractional  increase  in  establishment  has  permitted  the 
heslth  visitors  to  relinquish  some  of  their  duties  in  the 
Welfare  Foods  service.  But  this  increase  has  already  been 
offset  by  increased  calls  on  the  Home  Help  and  Chiropod3'’ 
Services. 


The  Annual  Staff  Dinner  was  again  a very 
successful  function  with  an  attendance  of  seventy  eight. 

On  this  occasion  we  h^'-Td  Dr.  Renv/ick  as  principal  guest,  speaking 
as  one  of  our  faiaily  doctors.
